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Gay Basher Caught 
Cruising the Castro

A 24-year-old man remains 
in jail on $100,000 bail after 
being arraigned on Septem¬ 
ber 15 on felony charges relat- 
« ed to two Castro area gay¬ 
bashing incidents. 

Alex Coleman, 24, pleaded 
not guilty to charges of felony 
robbery, assault and battery 
with a deadly weapon, intent 
to commit great bodily injury, 
hate crime, and conspiracy, 
all in connection with the Au¬ 
gust 16 and 23 attacks. 

Coleman, currently on 
felony probation stemming 
from stolen property charges, 
is represented by the Public 
Defender’s Office. 

Coleman was arrested in 
the Castro District after a gay 
man recognized him as one of 
two assailants who had of¬ 
fered the man a ride home 
from Collingwood Park the 
night of August 16, and later 


beat him over the head with a 
baseball bat and robbed him. 
The assault victim received 
ten stitches to the head from 
the attack. 

The car in which Coleman 
was spotted was pulled over 
by police at Eureka and 17th, 
but after being positively 
identified and handcuffed, 
Coleman broke free and led 
officers on a chase for several 
blocks before being recap¬ 
tured on 18th and Diamond. 

Coleman and the other al¬ 
leged assailant, a juvenile 
whose name is being with¬ 
held, have also been charged 
in attacking a 33-year-old 
male on August 23 after 
picking him up at a Castro 
Street gay bar and taking him 
to Golden Gate Park. That 
victim was bound with duct 
tape, beaten and robbed. 

Sources have indicated to 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
the juvenile may be tried as 
an adult. ▼ 


Congressman Ted Weiss Dies 

Longtime Friend to Lesbians, Gays, PWAs, Succumbs

WASHINGTON - Repre¬ 
sentative Ted Weiss (D), liber¬ 
al congressman from New 
York, lead sponsor of the gay 
and lesbian rights bill, and 
preeminent fighter for a fed¬ 
eral response to the AIDS cri¬ 
sis, died September 14 of 
heart failure. 

News of the congressman’s 
death came as a sharp blow 
to Capitol Hill and partisans 
of every stripe. But few felt 
the loss of the standard-bearer 
for civil liberties as sharply or 
as intensely as backers of gay 
and lesbian rights and those 
fighting against the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. 

“It’s a terrible shock and 
disappointment,” said a 
stunned Eric Rosenthal, polit¬ 
ical director for the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund short¬ 
ly after hearing of the law¬ 
maker’s passing. “Ted Weiss 
has been a champion of les¬ 
bian and gay civil rights for 
decades and a moving force 
behind the lesbian and gay 
civil rights bill. He was ex¬ 
traordinarily helpful on AIDS 
issues though his ability to 
bring public health service of¬ 
ficials before a subcommittee 
and get them to admit how 
the Administration has been 
neglecting the fight against' 
AIDS.” 

“He has always been there 
for people with AIDS from 
the earliest points of the epi¬ 
demic until his most recent 
hearings when he was look¬

ing into the [Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control] and the effec¬ 
tiveness of prevention pro¬ 
grams,” added Dan Bross, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the AIDS 
Action Council. “He was one 
of our strongest supporters on 
Capitol Hill and his loss is a 
loss for all of us who are liv¬ 
ing with HIV or are at risk 
for HIV’ 

Weiss, one of the most elo¬ 
quent and resolute liberal law 
makers in Congress, drew ac¬ 
claim from even his most vo¬ 
cal political critics, who 
praised him for his strength 
of character and his deeply 
held personal beliefs. 

In the late 1970s, Weiss be¬ 
came the lead sponsor of the 


federal gay and lesbian rights 
bill, continuing his long-term 
commitment to equal treat¬ 
ment for gay men and les¬ 
bians. Through his chairman¬ 
ship of the pivotal House 
oversight Subcommittee on 
Human Resources and Inter¬ 
governmental Relations, 
Weiss led the charge through¬ 
out the AIDS crisis for a 
prompt and effective federal 
response to the epidemic. 

As early as the opening 
days of Congress in 1983, 
when few congressmen dared 
even mention the word 
AIDS, Weiss was already on 
the trail of government bu¬ 
reaucrats in the CDC, the Na¬ 
tional Institutes for Health 
and the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute to determine what was 
being done to contain the bur¬ 
geoning crisis. 

As chairman of the key 
panel, Weiss and his staff 
hunted down government 
memos and subpoenaed gov¬ 
ernment witnesses in order to 
prove that, contrary to state¬ 
ments coming out of the Rea¬ 
gan Administration, not 
enough money and energy 
was being expended to battle 
the blossoming health emer¬ 
gency. In late 1983, his com¬ 
mittee issued the first govern¬ 
ment report blasting the Ad¬ 
ministration’s AIDS response. 

Weiss’ dogged determina¬ 
tion on AIDS continued

Fighting AIDS: It's the Fashion

It’s fall fashion time and 
famous designers are out in 
force to raise funds to fight 
AIDS. 

By now we’ve all seen the 
posters, T-shirts and buttons: 
7th On Sale, the “fashion in¬ 
dustry megaevent” that raised 
$4.2 million when it was pro¬ 
duced in New York City in 
1990, has come to San Fran¬ 
cisco to share the wealth. 

(For those as ignorant of 
fashion facts as this reporter 
historically has been', an infor¬ 
mational note: the name “7th 
On Sale” refers to 7th Av¬ 
enue, the center of the gar¬ 
ment district in New York 
City.) 

Here’s how the event 
works: fashion mavens, bar¬ 
gain hunters, and other shop¬ 
pers who want to chip in to 
the fundraising drive, buy 
tickets to special two-hour 
buying sessions at the Fash¬ 
ion Center Saturday and Sun¬ 
day, September 19 and 20. 
Only tickets holders are ad¬ 
mitted to this special sale, 
where clothes by designers 
Donna Karan, Nicholas Gra¬ 
ham, Jessica McClintock, and 
other fashion divas will be 
sold below wholesale price 
(meaning less than 50 percent 
of retail, which, an event or¬ 



ganizer explained, means a 
$3,000 dress would cost only 
$1,250). 

“The fashion business is a 
competitive business and it’s 
really rare for all these fash¬ 
ion designers to come togeth¬ 
er to make something hap¬ 
pen. It’s extraordinary,” Cyn¬ 
thia Bowman, a spokesperson 
for the event, told the B.A.R. 

Bowman said that ticket 
sales have been fabulous so 
far, as more than 7,000 out of 
the total 10,000 tickets have 
already been snapped up. 


The weekend extravagan¬ 
za also includes a gala dinner 
on Friday night, September 
18, and a “Day of Beauty,” 
Monday, September 21, when 
beauty salons will donate the 
day’s proceeds to the 
fundraiser, as well as price- 
slashed home furnishings, 
foods, and wines which will 
be on sale with the fantastic 
fashions. 

According to event 
spokesperson David Landis, 
all proceeds from 7th On Sale 
will go directly to the benefi¬ 
ciary AIDS agencies, which 
includes the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, Shanti 
Project, and Project Open 
Hand. 

“Part of the reason this 
event is coming to San Fran¬ 
cisco after New York is the 
incredible response this area 
has shown to this cause. Not 
to mention San Franciscans’ 
inimitable sense of style,” 
Landis said. 

He added that 7th On Sale 
would probably be a travel¬ 
ling event occurring only on 
alternate years, moving to 
Dallas or Los Angeles in 
1994.

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The Gap and the GOP Unite To 
Cut Aid to Dependent Children

The Women’s Action 
Coalition strikes again. 

They’re angry because The 
Gap, that trendy yet bland 
clothing company, sponsored 
a $5,000-a-plate fundraising 
dinner for Pete Wilson. 

And to add insult to injury, 
the fundraiser is specifically 
supporting Wilson’s Prop. 
165, which, if passed by Cali¬ 
fornia voters this November, 
would cut welfare grants to 
low-income people by 25 per¬ 
cent, bringing the annual in¬ 
come of a mother and child 
on welfare to less than the 
$5,000 ticket price of The Gap- 
sponsored dinner. 

In addition to cutting Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children, or AFDC, Proposi¬ 
tion 165, the so-called “Tax¬ 
payer Protection Act,” would 
also give the governor unilat¬ 
eral control over the budget 
in the case of a budget stale¬ 
mate similar to the one that 
occurred this year. 

About 160 people joined 
WAC organizers outside The 
Gap’s branch on Market and 
5th streets at noon on 
September 15 in a double 
effort to register their com¬ 


plaint with the company and 
educate the neighborhood 
about the under-publicized 
proposition. 

“I don’t think anybody in 
California wants Wilson to 
have unilateral control over 
the state budget,” said Diane 
Spatz, a protester. 

“What you’re seeing is ide¬ 
ological extremism,” Spatz 
continued. “About 80 percent 
of all families in poverty in 
the United States are women 
with children, so this is not 
only a welfare issue, this is a 
woman’s issue.” 

Spatz told the crowd Wil¬ 
son cut AFDC by four per¬ 
cent in 1991, leading to an im¬ 
mediate and corresponding 
300 percent increase in de¬ 
mands for shelter for home¬ 
less families. According to 
Spatz, Wilson said at the 
time, “Well, they’ll just have 
to do with one less six pack 
of beer.” 

“It’s time we get up off our 
asses and run for these of- 
- fices. If that’s the fight they 
want we’re up for it!” said 
Ethel Long-Scott, who is affil¬ 
iated with Women’s Econom¬ 
ic Agenda Program, an agen¬ 
cy working to defeat Prop. 
165. 


Long-Scott informed the 
crowd that AFDC grants had 
already been eroded ten per¬ 
cent over the past three years, 
after the cost of living increas¬ 
es were removed. Spatz pro¬ 
jected that another 25 percent 
cut would mean that a quar¬ 
ter million more children will 
be hungry. 

The group also distributed 
fliers debunking some of the 
most common myths about 
welfare. 

Rather than simply chant¬ 
ing, waving signs and leav¬ 
ing, the protesters decided to 
produce some street theater 
on the subject for the edifica¬ 
tion of passersby. 

The skit was entitled “Let 
Them Eat Crumbs” and fea¬ 
tured Marie Antionette and 
Pete Wilson discussing his 
love for power and their joint 
disgust for the masses. The 
show ended with “the poor” 
— individuals with signs 
reading “PWA’s,” “the dis¬ 
abled,” “AFDC mom,” “home¬ 
less” standing behind a ban¬ 
ner that read “Poverty Line. 
Do Not Cross” — getting 
showered with bread crumbs, 
to the great delight of An¬ 
toinette and Wilson. ▼

“I had this idea while I was 
running for Mr. San Francis¬ 
co Leather and people 
thought it was a really good 


idea,” Tomaszewski said. “I 
hope it will be nice and hot 
and we won’t have to wear a 
lot of leather and I’ll get to 
see some skin. The point is to 
raise some money and have a 
good time.”

Feinstein, Boxer Wrap Up NARAL Endorsements

A powerful organization 
supporting legalized abortion 
threw its muscle behind sena¬ 
torial candidate Dianne Fein¬ 
stein Friday, September 11, 
calling her an “unwavering 
pro-choice leader” 

Leaders of the National 
Abortion Rights Action 
League (NARAL) and its Cal¬ 
ifornia chapter said Sen. John 
Seymour, who has voted in 
favor of legal abortion, had 
failed to earn their confidence 
after voting to seat controver¬ 
sial Judge Clarence Thomas 
on the Supreme Court bench. 

“John Seymour cast some 
pro-choice votes. Unfortunate¬ 


ly, his vote to confirm 
Clarence Thomas nullifies the 
good he has done,” said Kate 
Michelson, president of NAR¬ 
AL. 

“Dianne Feinstein will be 
a strong and unwavering pro- 
choice leader who brings new 
energy and a fresh perspec¬ 
tive to the battle to secure our 
freedom to choose.” 

John Hooper, a Reoublican 
and a member of NARAL’s 
California chapter, said 
the abortion issue will be the 
deciding factor for him in the 
November elections. While he 
said he will not leave the Re¬ 
publican Party, he is con¬ 
cerned that it has “abandoned 
our founding principles and 


embraced the restrictive, ex¬ 
tremist anti-choice plank of a 
zealous minority.” 

NARAL has also endorsed 
senatorial candidate Barbara 
Boxer, who is running against 
Republican Bruce Herschen- 
son. Reports at the time of 
NARAL’s endorsement 
showed both Boxer and Fein¬ 
stein ahead of their opponents 
by 14 percent. 

Feinstein promised to 
work toward placing a judge 
who favors legal abortion 
on the U.S. Supreme 
Court if elected. She said the 
polls were a “mixed blessing,” 
but predicted the race would 
be “difficult to the end.”V 
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AB2601: Will He or Won't He?

SACRAMENTO - The gay 
and lesbian employment 
rights bill, AB 2601 is, along 
with hundreds of other bills, 
sitting on Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son’s desk awaiting his signa¬ 
ture or his veto. 

It could be just post-budget 
battle traumatic shock syn¬ 
drome, but there doesn’t 
seem to be the excitement at 
the Capitol over the pending 
AB 2601 as was generated by 
AB 101. Last year, rumors 
flew, insider information was 
traded freely, delegations met 
for strategy sessions and 
those who saw the governor 
or his staff were convinced he 
would sign the bill. A post¬ 
card and letter campaign was 
launched, as much to provide 
the governor with “cover” 
against the religious right as 
to persuade him. High-level 
officials of all types, including 
Governor Weld of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, wrote letters in 
support of the bill. Many peo¬ 
ple were simply stunned 
when AB 101 was vetoed. 

This time there is an air of 
wariness about AB 2601. Peo¬ 
ple are reluctant to make 
predictions but it seems there 
are two schools of thought. 

Those in the first group 
are sure the bill will be ve¬ 
toed, based on the signals be¬ 
ing sent out in the papers. 
They evaluate Wilson’s pull¬ 
back on the abortion issue 
and his assertions that he’s re¬ 
turning to his conservative 
roots and feel there’s no way 
he can get re-elected without 
some compromise with the 
religious right — not only 
where AB 2601 is concerned 
but also including vetoes of 
AB 3019 and the omnibus civ¬ 
il rights bill, AB 3825, as a 
part of his peace offering. 

A second group of pundits 
remains optimistic. They cite 
Wilson’s tough infighting and 
his ultimate victory over 
Willie Brown and the Assem¬ 
bly. They say that the Repub¬ 
lican Party will have a hard 
time recovering from the 
Houston spectacle and that 
Wilson will have to position 
himself nationally as a moder¬ 
ate. Since Wilson and Weld 
have the highest name recog¬ 
nition, they might be able to 
win the White House for the 
GOP in 1996, with a moderate 
stance. Therefore, they think, 
he will sign AB 2601 but will 


veto AB 3019 and 3825. 

A spokesman from Wil¬ 
son’s office would not specu¬ 
late on when Wilson would 
make his decision but noted 


that Wilson has 30 days to 
make his decision. If he 
chooses to take no action on 
the bill it will become law au¬ 
tomatically. ▼

"Victims No More" 
Blast Jordan, Prop J

A group opposed to a bal¬ 
lot initiative outlawing ag¬ 
gressive panhandling in San 
Francisco slammed Mayor 
Frank Jordan’s sponsorship of 
the measure at a City Hall ral¬ 
ly on September 14. 

“The mayor is cynically us¬ 
ing Proposition J and the in¬ 
nocent panhandling of home¬ 
less people to defeat liberal 
supervisors and replace them 
with conservatives,” charges 
John O’Brien, a representative 
of Victims No More. 

O’Brien and VNM 
spokesperson Sara Menafee 
fear that local ordinances 
against panhandling will be 
used as “a cover for police 
abuse” of homeless persons 
and minorities. 

“It’s a cynical propaganda 
campaign to blame poor peo¬ 
ple for the trouble that made 
them homeless in the first 
place. We’re here to stand up 
for our rights because this is 
an attack on everyone’s 
rights. It’s really sinister,” said 
Menafee. 

Jordan’s motives are hardly 
evil, said Bob Forsyth, his 
press secretary. 

“The mayor’s concern is 
aggressive panhandling,” he 
says. “People shouldn’t be 
afraid or frightened when 
they’re walking the city 
streets.” 

Forsyth said that there is 
debate about whether exist¬ 
ing laws are sufficient to cov¬ 
er aggressive panhandling 
and the view of the Mayor’s 
Office is that they are not. 


They say that there are 
sufficient existing laws, well, 
that’s what Pete Wilson said 
when he vetoed AB 101 last 
year and it was bullshit,” 
Forsyth told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “That’s also what 
the NRA says about gun con¬ 
trol laws.” 

According to Forsyth, ag¬ 
gressive panhandling was an 
issue that Jordan addressed 
during his election campaign 
and since he failed to get a 
majority of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors to agree to enact an 
ordinance, he put the mea¬ 
sure on the ballot. 

Supervisor Angela Alioto 
thinks Jordan’s measure is 
punitive. 

“It penalizes poor people. 
The current laws on the 
books that cover assault and 
harassment and threatening 
people are sufficient. It’s just 
a political effort to say to 
homeless people that they’re 
not welcome in San Francis¬ 
co,” said Lester Olmsted- 
Rose, a spokesperson for 
Alioto. 

Supervisor Bill Maher told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
he supported the measure. 

“People don’t have a right 
to shake other people down 
on the street. Aggressive pan¬ 
handling is extortion,” Maher 
said. 

Victims No More also 
protested Proposition 165, a 
state ballot measure that 
would allow counties to cut 
local welfare benefits. Forsyth 
says Jordan also opposes that 
measure. Y 


Murder 

Update

San Francisco police homi¬ 
cide inspectors continue to 
clamp a tight lid on the inves¬ 
tigation into the September 5 
murder of a gay man. 

Inspector Armand Gordon 
declined to reveal the cause 
of death of Mark Bradford, 
39, whose body was discov¬ 
ered in the front seat of his 
charred automobile after fire¬ 
fighters responded to the 
scene of a fully involved car 
fire near the corner of 32nd 
Street and El Camino Del 
Mar in Lincoln Park. 

Police were initially uncer¬ 
tain whether Bradford had 
died in the arson blaze or be¬ 
fore the inferno. 

“I really can’t release the 
cause of death,” Gordon told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Gordon also declined to 
speculate whether Bradford, 
whose car was found near 
Land’s End, a popular gay 
pick-up spot, was the victim of 
a “trick murder.” 

“I really can’t comment 
much. The investigation is 
moving forward,” Gordon 
told the B.AR., adding, “We 
do need to talk to anyone 
who knew Mark Bradford or 
saw him after 4:30 p.m. on 
September 4.” 

Gordon dismissed the seri¬ 
ousness of reports of anony¬ 
mous death threats to Brad¬ 
ford, an entrepreneur with 
foreign real estate invest¬ 
ments and a music production 
company. 

“As far as the death 
threats, we tend to discount 
them and don’t think he re¬ 
ceived them frequently,” Gor¬ 
don said. 

Homicide Inspector Mike 
Byrne said that police would 
also like to talk with anyone 
who might have seen anyone 
walking by the tennis courts 
in Lincoln Park shortly be¬ 
fore the 7:30 a.m. fire. 

Byrne said there was a 
possibility that after commit¬ 
ting the crime, the killer es¬ 
caped by hopping a bus going 
toward the downtown area.

New Complaint Filed Against 
"Common Sense" Bigots

SACRAMENTO— Everett 
Denman of San Francisco- 
based D-2: The Deerfield- 
Denman Group has filed a 
complaint with the Fair Polit¬ 
ical Practices Commission 
(FPPC) against San Francis¬ 
cans For Common Sense 
Against Measure K, the anti¬ 
domestic partners legislation 
forces. 

The complaint, which was 
filed on Tuesday, September 
8, alleges that Thomas C. 
Scanlon and David Gilmore 
violated section 84211 — fail¬ 
ure to report donors’ occupa¬ 
tion or employer. Denman in¬ 


cluded report sheets dated 
July to December 1990; Octo¬ 
ber to December 1990; and 
January to June 1991 to bol¬ 
ster his complaint. 

Denman points out that 
the FPPC recently levied a 
$2,000 fine against the Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition, a fun¬ 
damentalist group, for provid¬ 
ing a last minute cashier’s 
check to the SFCS - Against 
Measure K campaign, which 
in turn reported it as coming 
from an anonymous donor. 
“These folks are just playing 
fast and loose with the law. In 
addition they’re protecting 
donors the way they tried to 
protect the Traditional Values 


Coalition from disclosure,” 
Denman said. 

“People want to know 
where this money is coming 
from. Is it from the TVC? 
From TVC employees? Is it 
coming from churches, 
church employees or organi¬ 
zations coercing employees to 
donate to these homophobic 
campaigns? Those are the 
kinds of questions that are 
not being answered when 
these people deliberately 
withhold information on the 
reports,” Denman said. 

Gilmore was unavailable 
for comment and FPPC offi¬ 
cials will not discuss cases un¬ 
der investigation. ▼

Yeager Runs for College Post

Longtime political insider 
Ken Yeager has plunged into 
a race for a seat on the recent¬ 
ly re-constituted Board of 
Trustees of the San Jose-Ever- 
green Community College 
District, hoping to become 
the first elected “out” gay of¬ 
ficial in Santa Clara County. 
Since attaining his Ph.D. in 
education from Stanford, the 
39-year-old Yeager has im¬ 
mersed himself in political 
work, most notably in this re¬ 
gion as a founder of the Bay 
Area Municipal Elections 
Committee (BAYMEC), now 
almost a decade old. 

In another recent race, the 
1992 San Francisco Marathon, 
Yeager ran the full course. He 
is eager to go the full course 
in this new, much different 
race, too. 

In a recent interview with 
the Bay Area Reporter, Yea¬ 
ger discussed future political 
aims and his current concen¬ 
tration on the college board 
position. 

“With cuts inevitable in 
this time of financial re¬ 
straints, we need to analyze 
educational programs, to de¬ 
termine which are still vital 
and which might have out¬ 
lived their usefulness,” Yea¬ 
ger explained. He also stated 
his belief that a review of ad¬ 
ministrators’ roles is neces¬ 
sary to determine which are 
still necessary. 

Of special interest to gay 
students and staff is Yeager’s 
determination to make the 
campuses “gay friendly.” He

would like to see a channel of 
redress opened wherein a stu¬ 
dent would have someplace 
to come with a complaint if 
any staff member or fellow 
student disparaged lesbians 
and gays in any way. 

Concurrently, as a new 
trustee he would like to see 
the curriculum reformed to 
include the facts and issues of 
gay life in courses where such 
material would be appropri¬ 
ate. 

The board, formerly com¬ 
prised of five members, has 
recently been re-designed to 
include seven, each from a 
particular section of the col¬ 
lege district. Yeager is run¬ 
ning in District Seven, which 


includes Rose Garden, North- 
side, Civic Center and part of 
downtown. His term would 
be four years. Though posi¬ 
tions are non-partisan, Yeager 
is a proud Democrat. Not so 
surprisingly, so are most of 
his endorsers, such as San 
Jose Mayor Susan Hammer, 
Congressman Norman Minet- 
ta, and county Supervisor 
Ron Gonzales. 

Resembling his work for 
BAYMEC is his current em¬ 
ployment for the political con¬ 
sulting firm of Roger Lee and 
Carol Beddo, Inc. Prior to 
that, he has worked at various 
times for Supervisor Susanne 
Wilson, Supervisor Ron Diri- 
don, and as press secretary 
for Congressman Don Ed¬ 
wards. Yeager is also contin¬ 
uing his educational career in 
the political science depart¬ 
ment of San Jose State Univer¬ 
sity, where his specialties are 
urban politics and political 
writing. 

With such a wealth of past 
and current political involve¬ 
ment, Yeager is forthright 
about his capacities: “I have a 
solid general knowledge of 
governmental workings and a 
mental catalog of whom to 
call on for financing help for 
a college system,” he avers. If 
elected, Yeager hopes to put 
his knowledge to practical 
use, sharing his experience 
with fellow trustees and ad¬ 
ministrators. Moreover, he 
says, “I can get around admin¬ 
istrative roadblocks to further 
the education of people for 
whom this community college 
experience may very well 


Bernick, Sparks Fly at PBR

A nasty article in Pacific 
Business Review that defend¬ 
ed the recent decision by the 
Bank of America to refund 
the Boy Scouts of America 
has turned at least one former 
supporter of the publication 
against it. 

Mike Bernick, a member 
of the Bay Area Rapid Tran¬ 
sit District Board, is so angry 
at the publication for belit¬ 
tling gay activist Peter Alt¬ 
man, the Harvey Milk Pro¬ 
gressive Democratic Club, 
Queer Scouts and others orga¬ 
nizing against the BofA fund¬ 
ing as “whiners and hetero- 
phobes” that he wants his 
name taken off the masthead. 

Bernick successfully 
pushed domestic partners leg¬ 
islation for employees 
through the BART Board in 
August. 

“As you know,” he said in 
a letter to Adam Sparks, 
PBN’s publisher, “I agreed to 
serve on the advisory commit¬ 
tee for the journal because of 
my dedication to new jobs 
and new emerging businesses 
in the city. I had no idea that 
the journal would move into 
mean-spirited polemics. For 
this reason, I’d like to re¬ 
move my name from the 


masthead immediately.” 

“I’m sorry to hear that,” 
Sparks told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“My only comment is that 
he probably didn’t read the 
article very well. We weren’t 
denigrating the gay communi¬ 
ty but talking about a certain 
kind of gay politics in the 
city” he said. 

The PBN article was by 
Justin Raimondo, a well- 
known extremely conserva¬ 
tive gay writer and former co¬ 
ordinator of Patrick 
Buchanan’s failed presidential 
bid earlier this year. The arti¬ 
cle, according to Sparks, ex¬ 
pressed the paper’s view that 
the BSA is a private organiza¬ 
tion and can admit whomever 
it wants. 

“It’s maybe an oversimpli¬ 
fication but should pubescent 
children of 11, 12, 13 years of 
age have Queer Scouts 
force the issue on them?” he 
asked rhetorically. “Since 
they don’t have government 
funding, it’s an issue for the 
organization.” 

Sparks told the B.A.R. that 
Bernick, a candidate for re-elec¬ 
tion to the BART Board, 
merely wants to avoid contro¬ 
versy with his stance and the 
paper will remove his name 
from the masthead ▼ 


have an impact on their 
whole lives, both academical¬ 
ly and culturally.” 

Yeager estimates his cam¬ 
paign will cost at least $20,000 
to run. Much of his own mon¬ 
ey will be invested, but he is 
also hoping for contributions 
from gay and liberal groups 
and individuals, both of cash 


and volunteer help. 

Although it hasn’t been 
manifested yet, Yeager ex¬ 
pects some opposition from 
Lou Sheldon’s Traditional 
Values Coalition and similar 
groups. Exactly what form it 
will take remains to be 
seen. ▼ 


Plan to March on 
Sacto October 11

National Coming Out Day 
is rolling around, and once 
again it’s coinciding with the 
governor’s vetoes of lesbian 
and gay civil rights. 

San Francisco activists 
have already coordinated 
their efforts to plan a 
statewide March on Sacra¬ 
mento on October 11 with les¬ 
bian and gay activist groups in 
Sacramento, San Jose and 
Chico, and are working on 
links with organizers in 
Southern California. 

Though the event is remi¬ 
niscent of last year’s National 
Coming Out Day march, plan¬ 
ners say there will be definite 
differences. Organizers say 
they plan to correct some of 
the oversights of last year’s 
hastily drawn together march, 
where the marchers split into 
factions, people who did not 
intend to get arrested found 
themselves in the middle of 
police/activist fighting, and 
many people from San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles were 
left behind in Sacramento 
without the means to get 
home. 

Everett Denman, one of 
the chief organizers of the 
march, said the planners hope 
to “send a message to the 
state Capitol that we are fam¬ 
ily, and calls for ‘traditional 
family values’ are a red her¬ 
ring. They’re code words for 
homophobia, sexism and 
racism, and we won’t put up 
with it. 

“We’d like to make Nation¬ 
al Coming Out Day a day to 
promote our visibility state¬ 
wide. It seems many people 


really think we’re invisible 
364 days a year, but this is 
one day that’s definitely 
ours,” Denman said. 

The event, which will be¬ 
gin at noon on Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 11, will have four major 
parts: 

• addresses by those who 
know firsthand what life was 
like for lesbians and gay men 
in the ’50 and ’60s, before the 
first legal advances were 
made for our civil rights; 

• an attempt to re-energize 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender communities 
with ideas for action we can 
take individually and collec¬ 
tively; 

• young people’s response 
to the veto and thoughts 
about change; 

• a ribbon tying ceremony, 
where activists will wrap the 
6,000-odd trees surrounding 
the Capitol with pink ribbons 
in symbolic mourning of lost 
civil rights and celebration of 
visibility. 

The lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity is “in a state of 
malaise, which is very danger¬ 
ous in this time of ‘family val¬ 
ues’ rhetoric. We want to get 
as many people back involved 
in any way they can, whether 
that’s writing a letter or 
chaining yourself to the gov¬ 
ernor’s door,” says Denman. 

Planners say carpooling 
will be available for San 
Francisco marchers, but the 
details are not yet finalized. 

They hope that this time 
the statewide march will 
serve to reinvigorate the 
queer communities in prepa¬ 
ration for yet another round 
of battles for civil rights. T

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Rotting Fish and Shrimp Forks 

We don’t honestly care too much if AB2601 is enacted. We 
do care if Wilson vetoes it again, which we would see as pan¬ 
dering to the mean-spirited bigots who lobbied against it, but 
we don’t believe enacting that weak little bill is going to make 
much difference in the struggle we face. 

All it would do, after all, is guarantee us the same rights as 
other minorities in America. Think about that. If you are one 
of those minorities, you already know “guaranteed rights” are 
hardly the same as equality. And equality is what we need. 

That doesn’t come from a piece of paper; the flick of a pen 
across AB2601 will not solve our problems. The end to the 
AB101/AB2601 standoff isn’t analogous in any positive sense 
to the end of the Vietnam War (we still refuse to call it the 
Vietnam “conflict,” and are not afraid, as a famous Hollywood 
actress once supposedly said, “to call a spade a dirty fucking 
shovel”). Equality comes from hard work and time and strug¬ 
gle and commitment — not only from those of us in the les¬ 
bian and gay community, but also from governmental, reli¬ 
gious, and social leaders who are willing to pitch in. 

Until we have a massive Manhattan Project-type approach 
to ending anti-gay violence, intolerance, AIDS, the horrifying 
teen suicide rate, etc., etc., etc., we are still not free and that 
little slip of paper is about as useful to us as a shrimp fork is 
to a person who gets every meal from a dumpster. 

In another (somewhat negative) aspect, though, AB2601’s 
passage may be analogous to the war’s end. Once that hap¬ 
pened, as Lily Tomlin pointed out brilliantly, there was still 
quite a lot to do to make this a better country and world, but 
it was nearly impossible to get anyone involved in those bat¬ 
tles. Everyone was exhausted from all that marching and fight¬ 
ing, and tipsy from the feeling of having accomplished the 
seemingly impossible. So the left retreated and made way for 
the resurgence of reactionary conservatism that now grips 
America. 

There is a lesson to learn there. We cannot afford to spend 
even one second congratulating ourselves if AB2601 passes. We 
have far too many miles to go before we sleep. There are 
school boards that need to be educated, preachers who need 
spiritual guidance, leaders who must be led, health-care to be 
doctored, and sodomy laws to be sucked off the books in far 
too many states (including Bill Clinton’s). 

Activist Michael Petrelis, who has taken plenty of heat in 
many pages, including some of these, says Clinton’s feet must 
be held to the fire to insure his timely response to our crises. 
He worries that too many lesbians and gays see Clinton as an 
automatic hero, and that too few are letting him know we de¬ 
mand immediate attention to our concerns. So do we, Michael, 
so do we. Yes, we support Clinton’s presidency. No, we don’t 
suggest for an instant that anyone vote for Bush. What we do 
suggest is that you contact the vote-getters of your choice (from 
the presidential race on down) and tell them that in exchange 
for your support, you expect some things in return. 

Namely, a moral leadership that unquestioningly and un- 
stintingly expresses our worth in concrete ways. End sodomy 
laws; mandate education that confirms the value of lesbians 
and gays; make the Justice Department release and act upon 
the statistics it keeps (but now ignores) on the prevalence of 
anti-gay violence; ditto the Presidential Council on AIDS; in¬ 
vite lesbians and gays to the White House; make them eligible 
for high-profile positions within the government and then offer 
them the jobs; and take up the call we’ve hollered for so long 
we’re hoarse — Equal Rights for Lesbians and Gays. Now. 

Michael Dukakis got lambasted for saying “a fish rots from 
the head down,” referring to the White House’s obligation to 
set the tone for the country and its ultimate culpability for not 
doing so. GOPs including Bush were outraged that he’d sug¬ 
gest America or Reagan had been rotting for eight years. Now 
everyone knows the truth: the economy is in shreds, crime and 
illiteracy are up, ever larger segments of the population cannot 
afford insurance, we’ve reverted to the practice of jailing the 
insane rather than hospitalizing them, intolerance is a plague 
out of control, and the White House has never smelled worse. 

Clinton will have to take the initiative to reverse that rot, 
publicly, proudly, with no hesitation. And when the opportu¬ 
nity presents itself for the citizens of California to replace Pete 
Wilson, his successor will have to do the same. 

And in case anyone misunderstood our first sentence, we’ll 
be furious if Wilson vetoes AB2601. It may not be exactly what 
we need, but if he’s unwilling to give us even that much, it’s 
criminal. ▼

Diverse We Stand, Divisive We Fall

I am devastated. Here we are in the 1990s, 
after more than twenty years of the gay liber¬ 
ation movement, and we’re still coping with 
basics. I have just witnessed a press conference 
at which gays and lesbians savaged each other; 
egos dominated the agenda; fear controlled; in¬ 
sensitivity reigned -- all in the guise of freedom 
and justice. Tears nearly blind me as I attempt 
to put these feelings on paper. 

Oh, when are we going to get it? 

Since my involvement 
in the beginnings of the 
gay liberation movement 
I have understood ours is 
a family of diversity. At 
best we are a very loose 
coalition of shared inter¬ 
ests, a sometimes dysfunc¬ 
tional collection of sepa¬ 
rate communities. Think 
of the different attitudes reflected by people of 
color, leather folks, lipstick lesbians, hairspray 
boys, assimilationists, Queer Nationals, Dykes 
on Bikes, Asian/Pacifics, lavender leftists, les¬ 
bian separatists, the transgendered, drag 
queens, radical faeries, Log Cabin Clubbers, 
etc., etc., etc... Like many families, we engage 
in philosophical battles over seemingly trivial 
matters. 

Our shared common interests can bind us in 
a consortium; together our energy can create a 
powerful bloc bound by mutual respect. Unfor¬ 
tunately, when our fragile coalition is shattered 
by discord, our infighting only helps those who 
seek our total annihilation. If we don’t work to¬ 
gether the right wing Christian agenda will de¬ 
stroy us. 

Taking a historical view, in the long run we 
usually manage to work out our differences 


and forge ahead with our mutual agenda. Yes, 
we certainly are different, when compared to 
the larger macho male het dominated society. 
We are many communities, each of which 
bring their views to the table. All are equally 
important in a participatory democracy. Lead¬ 
ers who would exclude one voice from the di¬ 
alogue have lost touch with reality. 

Leaders begin to self-destruct when they ig¬ 
nore the needs and wishes of the people they 
have led.

Diversity is Strength 

I’m writing in response to “What’s Wrong With the 
Gay Movement...” ( B.A.R ., Sept. 3). Under point three, 
Mr. Nickel suggests we “stop the endless quest for 
politically correct perfection” and acknowledges “the 
prejudices we admittedly — like all people — do hold.” 
He says, “Of course it’s important to include women 
and racial minorities fully in the gay rights move¬ 
ment” but we should not obsess about “race and 
gender balance.... And of course we cannot condone 
any kind of prejudice.... But there is a limit to what 
we can do in this area and still get something ac¬ 
complished for gay rights.” 

I believe that it is this argument that is “What’s 
Wrong With the Gay Movement,” because he is writ¬ 
ing only from the perspective of gay white males, who 
are a minority even among all gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple. The problem is that in this society “gay” is too 
often portrayed and perceived as affluent white males 
who really don’t care about much else beyond their 
own needs and desires. Our strength is our diversity. 
Lesbians, poor and working-class gay men, and all les¬ 
bians and gay men of color are just as gay as Mr. 
Nickel, and he is painting his movement (our move¬ 
ment) into a corner by not acknowledging this fact. 

A good example is in his section on “Put Gay Rights 
First.” He is critical that a gay rights group asks about 
his support for resources to fight breast, cervical and 
gynecological cancers, because they are not “gay 
related.” But lesbians get these cancers a lot more than 
they get AIDS (so far). How would he have answered 
that question had it been about AIDS? Is that the only 
health-care issue that is “gay related?” 

To me the gay rights movement has a different 
character than other civil rights movements. Men can¬ 
not be women and white people can’t be black, brown, 
red or yellow. But we can all be gay. “Gay rights” is 
about sexual freedom of expression, and if we ap¬ 
proach it in a broad way, potentially a huge majority 
will see “gay rights” as “their” issue, as a human right, 
even if they are heterosexual. If we build and portray 
the gay rights movement as a broad, diverse move¬ 
ment with participation from a representative cross 
section of all the people who are gay, I think we will 
ultimately see a lot more support for our cause.

Be True to Yourself — the Only Way 

I want to thank you for printingjeffrey Nickel’s arti¬ 
cle “What’s Wrong With the Gay Movement.” I’ve 
waited a long time to see writing this politically 
sophisticated and astutely presented surface in our 
community. Nickels defines his core point when he 
states, “To be realistic about gay rights is to know that 
ultimately only we can bring it about.” 

The “we” here implies common ground, shared ex¬ 
perience, a group ethos. Sadly, it is my experience as 
a completely out and open gay man for 25 years that 
this group identification, this being homosexual 
within a community consciousness, is proceeding at 
a painfully and unnecessarily slow pace. The bottom 
line here for all gays, queers, same-sex oriented peo¬ 
ple is that we are now and will be always a small 
minority of the total population of our society. More 
than that, we are an actively despised and socially 
persecuted minority. 

Common sense dictates to any rational person that 
the best defense against this reality is to band together 
in an organized resistance to oppose a common 
enemy. Too many of us choose to remain fully or par¬ 
tially closeted to society, maintaining a framework of 


lies to family, friends, employers and internalizing 
within themselves the outer society’s vicious homo¬ 
phobia. If this were war (and I believe it is), these types 
of behaviors would be considered traitorous and help¬ 
ful to the enemy. 

Getting the gay rights movement effectively on 
track begins with the most basic and simplest of facts: 
be true to yourself! As Nickels wrote, “We need only 
to live the truth, only be ourselves. It is so stunningly 
simple.” If the gay rights movement’s foundation is 
built on open, proud gay people, then the movement’s 
superstructure is erected on group identity and group 
self-interest. Being a repressed minority demands an 
active awareness of and an agressive eagerness in pro¬ 
moting and defending our own community self- 
interest above all other social issues. This is a man¬ 
datory survival skill, not a debatable, intellectual issue. 
We, as a community, cannot ever afford to rely on 
others, no matter how well-intended, to push this com¬ 
munity’s political agenda and we cannot be timid or 
demurring about pushing our own. 

I have never understood the seemingly endless ar¬ 
ray of ways we end up dividing ourselves. For exam¬ 
ple, I don’t understand the huge rift that exists 
between some gay men and some lesbians. I personal¬ 
ly have always felt that lesbians were equal to me and 
my gay male brothers as “members of the family” in 
every way. It’s very simple for me. The effective pur¬ 
suit of the gay rights agenda requires an understan¬ 
ding that we are indispensable to each other. I have 
never understood why in a society overflowing with 
ample objects for our hate, disgust and revulsion, 
many of us prefer to trash each other instead. 

The progress of the gay rights movement will con¬ 
tinue to be retarded until a sufficient mass of all gay 
and queer peoples begin to conduct their private lives 
with active, enlightened self-interest placed over and 
above all other social considerations. As a movement 
we do not have the luxury of political correctness 
within our organizations. If someone is willing to pro¬ 
mote the gay rights agenda, then I don’t give a damn 
about their race, gender, age or political philosophy. 

We need to learn more about the experience of other 
struggling minorities. Years ago, I watched a public 
television documentary on black Congressman Adam 
Clayton Powell, who represented Harlem. One black 
woman, when asked about some of Powell’s ques¬ 
tionable financial dealings, replied, “He may be an old 
S.O.B., but he is our old S.O.B.” I would love to see that 
sense of support in this community. If we had had it, 
Harry Britt would be in Congress and Roberta Achten- 
berg would be in the Assembly among other political 
victories this community could have attained. 

Lastly, if as individuals, we gay people cannot focus 
on self-interest in this upcoming, absolutely crucial 
election and clearly realize that there are candidates 
dangerous to our group interests who need to be voted 
against, then I believe the future of the gay rights 
movement is irrelevant and meaningless.

Just one more note: I used to feel and act and say all 
the things gay people say and do (“I was born gay”). 
I also hated Christians, and now I am one of them. 
Praise the Lord and God bless you all.

And Now a "Straight" Title 

The following letter was sent to Charles W. 
Kelley, Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion, Washington, D.C. 

I am writing to complain against Chris Daniels, a 
local disc jockey, and the radio station KRZR, broad¬ 
casting at 103.7 FM in Fresno, California. 

One of the recurring segments on Daniels’ show is 
“Mr. Manly,” apparently designed to be a spoof on the 
manly man and the macho image. Mr. Manly’s version 
of the manly man does indeed generally end up look¬ 
ing the fool. In the process of so doing, he constantly 
slams “flip boys” who are described in a variety of 
derogatory terms such as “rectal thermometer sniff¬ 
ing flip boys,” etc., that I haven’t bothered writing 
down, since my complaint is not against Mr. Manly. 

My complaint is against Daniels. Daniels has add¬ 
ed on to Mr. Manly’s comments to the point that a 
listening audience is encouraged to interpret the term 
“flip boy” as meaning a gay person. He has gone so 
far as to refer to his engineer, in the course of com¬ 
plaining of the man’s incompetence, as “you homo!” 
This all within a few minutes of airing the Mr. Manly 
segment, ensuring the audience does not fail to make 
the connection. At the very least, any responsible adult 
would have to agree that Daniels does not portray gay 
men in a positive light and does indeed put them in 
the category of unfavorable characters. 

At the time of this writing, there is a “Manly Cup” 
competition being conducted. Daniels is accepting 
contestants on the air. The prize will be awarded by 
Mr. Manly himself. Even though this “comedy” is 
meant to be a spoof on the manly man, it is a coveted 
prize. The flip boy insults have increased, as has the 
implications that flip boys are gay. At one point, flip 
boys are referred to as being heterophobic. What con¬ 
clusions), exactly, does one infer from this? 

The crux of my complaint is that on the morning 
of Aug. 17,1992, Daniels stepped way over the line of 
responsible broadcasting when he kicked off quali¬ 
fying for the Manly Cup competition. Daniels aired 
a particularly inflammatory episode of Mr. Manly. It 
was on this morning that Daniels also referred to his 
engineer as “you homo.” Apparently at least one 
listener caught the inference as at 8:37 am. Daniels 
chose to air a call he had received. The caller stated 
he knew a place Mr. Manly should make an ap¬ 
pearance then named a local gay bar with directions 
on how to find the place. The caller suggested that the 
Mr. Manly show be held there “because of a lot of, 
uhmmm ...” — at which time Daniels supplied the 
term “gender-limited people.” Further comments left 
no doubt as to what Daniels and the caller were talk¬ 
ing about. The bar was named, the location was given 
and the only conclusion one can draw is certainly not 
that Mr. Manly go have a quiet drink. 

I heard all this on my car radio en route to work. 
When I got to work at approximately 8:46 a.m. I call¬ 
ed KRZR’s business office and informed the person 
who answered that I wished to register a complaint, 
explaining that the inferences aired in the previous 
minutes could be construed to encourage gay bashing 
and where to find “them.” I explained it was not in¬ 
conceivable that the lunatic fringe would feel en¬ 
couraged to commit hate crimes in the name and spirit 
of the Manly Cup competition. I was told the program¬ 
ming director would return my call. Within minutes, 
Daniels show, still in progress, informed listeners 
about the complaint, giving my name, place of 
employment and blasting me on the air by stating 
“you guys” didn’t want anyone to know we hang out 
at “those kinds of bars.” Ignoring my actual complaint 
can only be construed as irresponsible and actively 
creating an inflammatory anti-gay atmosphere. 

Later that day, E. Curtis Johnson, KRZR’s program¬ 
ming director, called to hear my complaint and in¬ 
sisted “flip boys” was not a reference to homosexuals. 
Johnson did agree that the bar should not have been 
named, but stated many peopole just had a chip on 
their shoulder, and Daniels, in his rebuttal to my com¬ 
plaint, was just frustrated by that. Maybe Johnson con¬ 
siders it “a chip on [my] shoulder,” but what would he 
consider cause for alarm? A Mr. Manly autographed 
baseball bat and a written map?

They would never publicly 
admit it, but the national po¬ 
litical operatives handling the 
Gorge Bush re-election cam¬ 
paign have all but written off 
any chance of winning Cali¬ 
fornia’s 54 electoral votes in 
November. Oh, sure the pres¬ 
ident and his pretty-boy pup¬ 
pet vice president will make a 
couple of “campaign trips” 
here again before the Novem¬ 
ber election, but the only real 
reason will be to attend big- 
money party fundraisers that 
can be spent in states where 
Bush is said to be still in the 
running.

and endorsed Democrat Clin¬ 
ton. Orange County, the home 
of Representative Robert 
Dornan, one of the most ho¬ 
mophobic, anti-abortion, 
right-wing members of the 
House, is leaning to Democrat 
Bill Clinton in November, 
and as one Sacramento Re¬ 
publican familiar with Califor¬ 
nia campaigns put it to the 
Sacramento Bee last week, 
“not all the horses, all the 
King’s men or medicine-man 
Jim Baker can save California 
for us this year — Bush has 
blown it.”

The Bimbox boys swept 
through town last weekend 
and, as always, left a scan¬ 
dalous trail of smoke in their 
wake.

names like Skag 2,000 and a 
new issue of the ferocious 
Double Bill reportedly on its 
way, those in their good favor 
were treated to starring roles 
in their new film, supposedly 
about dykes on the moon. My 
part involved sitting on a 
table avidly reading a copy of 
Rocket Dyke, so much easier 
than the steamy sex scene 
filmmaker GB Jones subject¬ 
ed me to during my trip to 
Toronto. On another occas- 
sion, along with our very own 
talented Jeffrey Kennedy, the 
infamous Johnny Noxzema 
and I trashed, dished, and — 
believe it or not — defended 
various aspects of queer cul¬ 
ture. They admitted liking 
Morrissey, I professed my 
undying love for Tracey 
Thorn, and let it be known 
that I’d actually liked Gregg 
Araki’s latest, The Living 
End. 

After having sat through 
recent Hollywood films that 
got great reviews, like Light 
Sleeper and Prelude to a 
Kiss, only to be completely 
bored the whole time, and 
vowing never again to subject 
myself to hetero rehash ever 
again, it’s a relief to be able to 
follow the work of upcoming 
filmmakers like Sadie Ben- 
ning and Araki, who create 
great films with lots of brains 
and little bucks. 

Speaking of the living end, 
and snakes, Governor Pete 
Wilson may again veto major 
civil rights legislation this 


week. Keep your eyes on AB 
3825 (omnibus civil rights 
bill), AB 2601 (lesbian and gay 
rights in employment) and 
AB 3019 (similar to last year’s 
AB 101) and statewide needle 
exchange program legislation. 
The day after any of these im¬ 
portant bills get vetoed, ac¬ 
tivists are calling for an 
evening rally through Dolores 
Park to the Castro. 

Sponsored by the ever-ap- 
propriately named “Committee 
for Contemporary Family 
Values,” formed under the 
auspices of our own illustri¬ 
ous Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg, the committee en¬ 
courages “safe, peaceful and 
nondestructive” protests. Per¬ 
sonally, I kinda liked the 
thrashing the State Building 
received last year, if only be¬ 
cause now it’s been about 
twenty years since the first 
AB 101-type bill was intro¬ 
duced. Twenty years of vetoes. 
Wow. Seems like a little 
protest now and then is only 
fair when you put it that way, 
doesn’t it? 

Speaking of fairness, guess 
I need to correct two inadver¬ 
tent errors that crept into my 
last column. That’ll happen 
when you have the flu and 
you’re on deadline, you 
know. So apologies to artists 
Donna De Souza and Wolf 
Gomez, who certainly each 
deserve their own last names, 
and a tip o’ the hat to the old 
Whiptail Lizard Lounge gals, 
whatever the hell they’re do¬ 
ing now. ▼

Behind the Zines 


IF YOU HAVE.

Walking through the Castro 
last week I slowly became 
aware of a numbing blankness 
unusual for such a generally 
lively district, a pervasive lack 
of visual stimulation. Eventual¬ 
ly I realized that this effect was 
caused by the fact that every 
single post, pole, street-lamp, 
newsstand, and projecting util¬ 
ity box was buck naked as a 
newborn babe, completely de¬ 
void of street poetry, activist 
screeds, or lascivious Disco ads. 

I sadly acknowledged that 
the “Golden Broom,” a kind of 
Castro Curmudgeon’s society

with a somewhat obsessive fix¬ 
ation on “cleaning” the streets, 
had triumphed. Over two years 
ago they’d vowed to establish a 
kind of editorial oversight on 
public literature posted in the 
heart of the Queer neighbor¬ 
hood, in response to Boy. With 
Arms Akimbo’s evocative “Sex 
Is” poster series. 

At the time I shrugged off 
such sweeping claims. What 
force could stay the gurgling, 
endless flow of Queer effluvia? 
I asked myself. Chaos, I insist¬ 
ed, must eventually triumph 
over any such excessive impuls¬ 
es toward control. Well durn it 
if they didn’t go ahead and hire 
a couple of wmos at sub-mini¬ 
mum wage to simply and 
quickly rip down any and ev¬ 
ery kind of posting that ap¬ 
pears. Now a flyer doesn’t last 
five minutes within a one block 
radius of 18th and Castro. Re¬ 
peat visits have confirmed that, 
at least for now, the Castro is a 
no-posting zone. 

The streetlamps of the Cas¬ 
tro were always an inspiration 
to me, the crier’s post in the 
town square where any oddball 
could pitch their spiel. As a 
fairly odd type myself I de¬ 
pended on it to promote my oc¬ 
casional Queer Options semi¬ 
nars. Now this vital exchange 
is shut down, blacked out, by 
self-appointed Guardians. 
There I was jumping up and 
down getting agitated about 
the right-wingers and the loom¬ 
ing national elections, while re¬ 
actionaries in my own back¬ 
yard pulled off an act of censor¬ 
ship that even the Pentagon 
would proud of. If they’d both¬ 
ered to throw a few crumbs, 
like erecting kiosks or other 
posting-specific sites, I’d feel a 
little better, but this exercise of 
an absolute veto depresses me. 

So I figured I’d better hurry 
up and write this piece on the 
Zines that I’ve been mulling 
overo. Who knows how long it 
will be before City Supervisor 
Richard Hongisto leads the 
Vice Squad on a raid of Differ¬ 
ent Lights’s Zine section, bru¬ 
tally arresting (for Literary Ter¬ 
rorism) any store employees 
who get in their way? The 
essence of Zines is that they 
constitute the original “Excess 
of Free Speech,” and therefore 
must be considered highly at 
risk in these increasingly fastid¬ 
ious times. 

Origins of the species 

Zines — please note the 
lack of an apostrophe at the be¬ 
ginning of the term, denoting 
that its true origin lies in 
“fanzine” rather than a mere 
contraction of the word “maga¬ 
zine” — started about a decade 
ago as (I swear by the goddess!) 
a cross-over from the Punk 
scene. 


This is not a scene in which 
I can claim significant member¬ 
ship, nor is it considered a clas¬ 
sical source of influence on the 
Queer community. The Punk 
scene’s certainly not very 
Queer friendly, but it does, 
oddly, seem to get pretty 
Queer. I can’t explain these 
phenomena, only call ’em as I 
see ’em. Zines began as a dis¬ 
tinctly Punkoid endeavor: little 
self-published, cheap xeroxed 
volumes of clip art very tightly 
focused on some impossibly ob¬ 
scure interest, typically a band. 
A couple of years ago several 
crossed-over into being primar¬ 
ily Queer focused and the rage 
was on, e.g., the pioneer Queer 
Zine Homoture. 

The Early Zines had a pecu¬ 
liar readership. There was — 
maybe still is — an entire sub¬ 
genre of Zines based on the as¬ 
sumption that Captain Kirk 
and Mr. Spock of the original 
Star Trek TV series were gay 
lovers, and reads a gay subtext 
into the entire Mythos (e.g., the 
jealous, sexual rivalry between 
Kirk and Dr. McCoy for 
Spock). 

Where the recent trend in 
the Gaystream and its press has 
been towards the mainstream, 
seeking greater assimilation 
and the broadest possible con¬ 
sensus, the Zines take the oppo¬ 
site tack, focusing on ever 
tighter self-defined sub-groups: 
HlVers with Bad Attitude (e.g., 
Diseased Pariah News, 
Girljocks(e.g., Girljock), Uppity 
Whores (e.g., WhoreZine), etc. 
This amounts to winning a 
small but truly appreciative au¬ 
dience at the cost of accepting a 
pariah status akin to total 
Alienation. Perhaps this is the 
legacy bequeathed us by the 
Queer Punks who launched the 
genre. 

Mother of all zines 

A major turning point in the 
Zine scene came with the pub¬ 
lication of FactSheet Five, 
which was nothing more — 
and nothing less — than a com¬ 
prehensive listing and occasion¬ 
al review of every and any Zine 
they could find. This created a 
unique clearing house and es¬ 
tablished a “core” for the genre. 
If you were doing any sort of 
Zine-like endeavor you natural¬ 
ly sent a copy along to FS5 1 o 
kind of register it, just as the 
author of a book would send 
one to the National Archive to 
establish his copyright. It be¬ 
came in effect the literal Zine 
of Zines, a king of Mother of 
All Zines. It no longer publish¬ 
es in print form (although a 
computer-download version ex¬ 
its, and well-directed efforts to 
re-establish it in hard-copy for¬ 
mat are under way): its role is 
now served by Queer Zine Ex¬ 
plosion, published locally by 
Larry-Bob from Box 591275, 
SF CA 94159-1275. This, by the 
way, is the only address I’m go¬ 
ing to print as all others can be 
obtained from QZE. 

Most Zines start out small 
and extremely personal Consid¬ 
er Roxxie’s Girljock, which 
grew out of a lesbian argument 
over the potential Political In¬ 
correctness of attending the 
“Gay Games”; all the lesbians 
decided to go (and uniformly 
had a wonderful time), and 
Roxxie decided to start GJ. 
Each issue has been bigger and 
better and slicker than the last, 
in response to an unpredictable 
upswelling in the Girljock com¬ 
munity. A Zine that started 
with a circulation of 30 current¬ 
ly has one of over 3,000. 


DPN, virtually a sibling or¬ 
ganization to GJ, has a similar 
story. Who could tell that a 
black-humorous, bad-attitude, 
screed by anti-teddy bear, anti¬ 
magic rocks HlVers would 
catch on? Not me; and I’m one 
of the editors. Our initial run 
was 50 copies. Last year it was 
up to 2,500 and our last issue of 
5,000 evaporated when it hit 
the stands. Even the classically 
intimate Whispering Campaign 
by Brian Bouldry is currently 
publishing in multiple thou¬ 
sands. 

The enduring Zines all 
have precisely defined, albeit 
obscure, turf. Thingtargets 
black DragQueers with Atti¬ 
tude; Hothead Paisan chroni¬ 
cles your typical Psychotic 
Homicidal Lesbian; Whore¬ 
Zine, currently the best on the 
scene, focuses primarily on 
Working Boys and their 


friends. The heart ot WZ is or¬ 
dinary news clippings — on 
such things as a vice squad 
caught cutting a deal with a 
convicted rapist whereby he en¬ 
traps prostitutes for the cops — 
with bitterly accurate commen¬ 
tary in the margins. I don’t 
know why such parochial con¬ 
cerns should make such fine lit¬ 
erature; but it does. 

Zines are, traditionally, 
stolen from friends or read 
while standing (for several 
hours) at the Zine rack in the 
store, rather than actually be¬ 
ing purchased. “Subscriptions 
are the monogamy of Zines,” 
says Roxxie; a grudging com¬ 
mitment rarely conceded. 

Retraction 

Michael Petrelis has inun¬ 
dated me with voluminous fax¬ 
es of his many, many clippings 
to assert that he has indeed 


zapped Republicans as well as 
Democrats. This fact is duly 
noted and recorded. I was dis¬ 
appointed, however, that he de¬ 
clined to challenge my asser¬ 
tion that he’s flirted with H. 
Ross Perot. Nor did he address 
my central concern that his ac¬ 
tions are clearly motivated by a 
desire to see himself on TV 
and in the press, rather than 
out of any rational interest of 
behalf of the Queer community 
— which ends up covering the 
tab for his little narcissistic 
frenzies. 

If he’s willing to send me an 
actual video tape of his being 
dragged out of a Buchanan 
speech (and we know he’s got 
’em), I’m prepared to send him 
an Official Gay Leader’s Secret 
Decoding Ring and a certificate 
(suitable for framing) testifying 
to his status as a bona fide Po¬ 
litically Correct Activist. ▼

A Letter From Hell 


When a bunch of us went from Los Angeles to 
Houston for the Republican convention we felt 
great. We knew we had good ideas and we felt 
powerful. That feeling changed in Texas. Upon 
disembarking at Houston we’d stepped into an¬ 
other world, a realm that was decked out in 
“American” trappings to welcome the Republi¬ 
cans. It felt hostile. We felt alien. 

Several different groups had called a unity 
march that first Sunday, through the rich part of 
town, ending up at the mayor’s house where a 
Republican party was in progress. The cops were 
awful. Plainclothesmen, trying to pass as gay, be¬ 
came obvious in our midst; they were at every 
protest event. Along the way Christians with a 
huge cross that said “Jesus Saves” cursed us but 
we made too much noise chanting “We're here, 
we’re queer, we’re coming back for firewood ” to 
hear them. My lover Pete and I infuriated them 
by kissing under the cross. 

Monday, the first night of the convention, was 
our AIDS-specific march. We had created a Bush 
effigy to carry, with an unspoken plan for it to go 
up in flames along the way. There were mounted 
police along both sides of us in a solid line, the 
entire length of the march. We stopped when we 
reached the Astrodome and got boxed in at a ser¬ 
vice entrance with nowhere to go. That’s when 
Bush caught on fire. Some ACT UP women 
staged a die-in, getting a lot of media attention, 
the Bush was burning, people stood around 
watching, adding fuel to the fire, the fire got big¬ 
ger, the horses charged, people screamed, and 
masses of cops in riot gear suddenly moved in. 

Everyone tried to get away as the cops on 
horseback acted like they were playing polo. I 
saw many, many people get clubbed. One guy 
from ACT UP/Chicago was clubbed on the back 
of the head and fell. Some of us stopped to help, 
but when an ACT UP bus arrived all the ACT 
UP people ran to it, abandoning the guy on the 
corner. Police came by and deliberately clubbed 
him again. Rather than wait for an ambulance we 
picked him up and ran for the bus. We went di¬ 
rectly to the emergency room; on the way his 
heart and breathing stopped, but he was revived 
by my dyke friend Pat. 

On Wednesday those of us 
who wanted to confront the fun¬ 
damentalists headed, in Repub¬ 
lican drag, to the “Christian Ac¬ 
tion Network” where Jerry Fal- 
well and Pat Buchanan were 
supposed to speak (but where 
Buchanan never showed). 

We separated into small 
groups; our plan was to disrupt 
the speeches in waves. There 
was a raging protest by Queer 
Nation and ACT UP outside the 
Holiday Inn when we arrived in our Republican 
drag. I called out to the cops, “Do you think it’s 
safe if we walk through here, will these 
protesters throw something at us?” You don’t 
have to worry, they said. We’ll protect you. 

Inside we saw about twenty other activists un¬ 
dercover in Republican drag. People stood and 
applauded when Falwell came in. The plain¬ 
clothesmen were scrutinizing everyone, so we 
had to applaud too, but not much. Falwell began 
his speech and went on and on. Finally a group 
of New York ACT UP members set off a screech¬ 
ing air horn. Everyone began panicking and 
screaming. It happened so fast, but it felt like 
slow motion. 

The plan was to unfurl a banner and chant 
something about AIDS, but you couldn’t hear it 
because everyone was screaming and you 
couldn’t see the banner because it was ripped to 
shreds by the Christians immediately. The minute 
the ACT UP people rose they were brutally at¬ 
tacked by Christians, plainclothesmen, uniformed 
cops, and Falwell’s beefy son who works security. 

Both men were immediately pounced on and 
viciously dragged from the room; Kim from ACT 
UP/NY was put into a headlock and was scream- 
'ing, “Don’t kill me, don’t kill me!” Someone was 
pulling on her hair as she was dragged from the 
room. Meanwhile the Christians were yelling; it 
was a lot of force for three non-violent protesters 


that just stood up. 

Our cover had not been blown. We sat down 
and I looked at Pat, in a bubble wig disguising 
her fabulous dyke haircut, and at Emily, looking 
terrified. I quietly asked Pat if she was okay. She 
said no. 

Falwell began naming the great American 
presidents and saying that Reagan was this coun¬ 
try’s savior. Then he began comparing himself to 
Martin Luther King, saying they walked the same 
paths and had the same vision. At that point we 
couldn’t hold back. Scared or not, we knew we 
had to do it for our friend Wayne, an activist who 
was too sick to be there. We exchanged glances 
and simultaneously we were on our feet. 

We were immediately jumped from behind 
and beaten. Pat and Emily screamed and cried 
out as four people dragged me across the floor. 
The cameras went wild. 

Once again it was brutal; Pat was dragged 
across the floor on her face to the outside hallway 
where a cop knee-dropped me in the neck, put 
my hands behind my back, and clamped the cuffs 
on bone-tight. When they yanked me up I could 
see Pat’s face was scraped. They took us outside, 
photographed us, and began the harassment. 
They wanted to know if we had AIDS; we said 
we were people living with AIDS, which is a tac¬ 
tic to stick together when we’re sent to jail. 

Then they brought Phil out. He’d been inside 
when the media interviewed the Christians about 
what they thought. When he leaned over and said 
what he thought, he was arrested. As we were 
loaded into the hot police van the Christians held 
up signs that said “Gay Rights Never.” They were 
prepared. 

Pat and Emily and I have been arrested to¬ 
gether before, and when things get too tough I 
say to Pat, “Where are you standing?” She re¬ 
sponds, “On high moral ground.” It releases some¬ 
thing in a tense situation that makes us feel bet¬ 
ter. This time the joke helped, but it was still the 
worst arrest we’d ever been through; nothing 
even compared to it. 

The women were put in a squad car that fol¬ 
lowed us to jail. I looked out the window to see 
Pat, still in her Republican drag. At the jail some¬ 
one finally asked, “Is that a 
wig?” She was so offended she 
said, “Of course it’s a wig!” 

We didn’t see them again for 
a long time. 

Once at the jail we were 
searched and put into a holding 
tank. The jailers knew us even 
before we arrived. We could 
hear people being beaten in oth¬ 
er parts of the jail; it was filthy, 
noisy and congested. Then we 
were taken to another floor and 
put in a very crowded tank with two stainless ta¬ 
bles with steel benches attached, a concrete floor, 
a toilet with sewage seeping out, very bright 
lights, and a blaring TV. It was tuned to one 
channel, the volume was unchangeable, and the 
Republican convention blared nonstop from the 
screen. The tank was so full we actually had to 
squeeze ourselves in. People were on the floor; 
some had blankets. There were phones that we 
could call out collect so we made contact with 
our legal team, which hoped to have us out in a 
few hours with a small fine; they were very reas¬ 
suring and supportive. Meanwhile the TV kept 
showing the Christians and cops attacking me as 
the lead-in to the news. Whenever they showed it 
there was muttering in the tank, “That’s you, 
that’s you. We hate that fucker, too.” 

We tried to stay calm and supportive of each 
other and to be low-key. It was strange to be 
locked up and see myself over and over, being at¬ 
tacked, and highlights of speeches, building up to 
Barbara Bush’s. It became a Barbara Bush night¬ 
mare because they showed it over and over, day 
and night; the loop of tape played constantly, be¬ 
ginning with me being trampled. Later they in¬ 
cluded President Bush’s speech and we saw 
friends interrupting him. It was really empower¬ 
ing in our confinement. 

Eventually our names were yelled out and we 
were all taken to a tiny holding tank to see our

Chaos Reigns at Parade Committee 

New Officers Installed; Old Debts Revealed at Ann ual Meeting

The Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day Committee’s 
reputation for chaos and mis¬ 
management was in no way 
lessened at its annual election 
of co-chairs Sunday, Septem¬ 
ber 13. At that meeting, amid 
charges of corruption and in¬ 
eptitude on the part of outgo¬ 
ing officers, and the revela¬ 
tion of a debt of as much as 
$50,000, the member commit¬ 
tee of slightly less than 100 
bickered through Robert’s 
Rules of Order, pointed fin¬ 
gers, and threatened one an¬ 
other in what regulars de¬ 
scribed as “nothing unusual.” 

Gathering in a dim tavern¬ 
like hall at a Bryant Street 
restaurant that’s largely inac¬ 
cessible by public transporta¬ 
tion, the “old guard” sat 
around a conference table 
near the front of the meeting, 
while the “new guard” — 
Ggreg Taylor and his sixty 
plus young street activist-type 
supporters — crowded into 
an adjoining room. The only 
uniting factor between the 
two groups seemed to be that 
they were both predominant¬ 
ly white and male. 

Taylor and Marsha Levine 
ran unopposed to replace Gail 
Wood and Scott Stewart as 
parade co-chairs, presenting a 
platform in which they advo¬ 
cated opening up the commit¬ 
tee by reaching out to wom¬ 
en, people of color, and bisex¬ 
ual and transgender people.

Taylor, the self-proclaimed 
“Opulent Superstar,” promised 
to reconnect the committee 
with the community it repre¬ 
sents. He pledged to clean up 
the financial state of the orga¬ 
nization, move the meeting to 
a more accessible location, 
and bring a new generation of 
leadership to the flailing com- 
mittee. 

“I come from a back¬ 
ground called queer, which is 
a background of inclusion, 
not exclusion,” Taylor told 
the embattled committee. 
“Those more interested in 
control than leadership in the 
parade will leave, and those 
committed to the event will 
stay.” 

Levine has an impressive 
record of steering Pride cele¬ 
brations around the country 
and has been involved in 
planning the San Francisco 


parade since she moved from 
Boston in 1985. Over the past 
seven years, she has served as 
the celebration co-chair, the 
float/march co-chair, the logis¬ 
tics chair for medical services, 
and president of the board. 

“I think that as a team 
Ggreg and I can bring vision 
and direction to the parade. I 
feel that [the committeej’s not 
in touch with the community, 
and it needs to regain that 
touch. It’s time for some 
growth,” Levine said of her 
candidacy. 

Taylor and Levine made 
overtures to the retiring co¬ 
chairs and their supporters, 
severed of whom indicated an 
interest in remaining on the 
committee in advisory roles. 

The primary controversy 
of the evening arose over the 
Treasurer’s Report when it 
became clear that the organi¬ 
zation has been operating un¬ 
der a cloud of financial confu¬ 
sion and now finds itself as 
much as $50,000 in debt. No 
one can give the exact dollar 
amount in question, because 
the records are in such a 
mess. Since the former offi¬ 
cers indicated they believed 
the organization was in the 
black, the parade has bounced 
27 checks worth $16,000 in 
the past few months. 

“How can we entrust them 
to manage hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars if they 
bounce a $25 check?” won¬ 
dered one woman whose de¬ 
posit for her organization’s

booth in the Civic Center 
post-parade festival came 
back as a bounced check. “It 
just seems such a shame that 
such incompetence exists at 
an event that’s so important 
for the community. I hate to 
say, ‘Parade Goers Beware,’ 
but I want to know what 
'they’re going to do about it,” 
said the parade patron who 
wished to remain anonymous. 

At Sunday’s meeting, He¬ 
len Ruvelas and Audrey 
Joseph, two of the general 
members of the committee, 
made a motion calling for the 
removal of Treasurer Robin 
Whipple and the other parade 
officers. The motion failed 
barely in a two-thirds vote. 
Ruvelas and Joseph charged 
that the officers have been se¬ 
cretive about the finances for 
at least three months, refus¬ 
ing even to submit a financial 
report to the committee when 
it was requested. 

“In July and August we 
were reassured that the pa¬ 
rade had done well and we 
wouldn’t be in the red. It’s un¬ 
clear as to why it would take 
three to four months for a 
bank statement to be ac¬ 
knowledged. This says to me 
that there has been negli¬ 
gence for the last year,” said 
Ruvelas. 

Whipple, who received the 
brunt of the wrath about the 
fiasco Sunday night, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that she’s 
being used as a scapegoat. 


Whipple says she volunteered 
reluctantly to be the organiza¬ 
tion’s treasurer in April, out 
of what she describes as a 
“personal favor to [co-chair] 
Gail [Wood],” after two other 
treasurers resigned earlier in 
the term. She claims the 
books were in shambles when 
she found them, and that the 
mess stretches back at least 
two years. Whipple argues 
that her first task was to 
make sense out of the 1991 
records for a tax audit, and 
that she hasn’t even begun to 
tackle this year’s disaster. 

“I think they are using me 
as a scapegoat. I am not at 
fault,” Whipple said. 

She resigned from the vol¬ 
unteer position of treasurer 
at a finance meeting of the 
board of directors on 
September 15, charging the 
board with “outrageous be¬ 
havior at board meetings” 
that has led to the need to 
hire a security guard and a 
parliamentarian. She also ar¬ 
gues that despite the officers’ 
knowledge that the parade 
committee is out of compli¬ 
ance with IRS regulations 
and with corporate law, they 
refuse to do anything about it. 

Stewart, one of the outgo¬ 
ing committee co-chairs, 
agrees with Whipple that the 
problem began before she got 
there. 

“There was definitely 
some lack of attention from 
someone somewhere. I

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thought we had $6,500 in the 
bank before we started [last 
September], but it turns out 
we had nothing. I feel uncom¬ 
fortable blaming someone for 
several years of mismanage¬ 
ment of the books. We tried 
to clean it up once and for all, 
but we didn’t have a lot of in¬ 
formation. We have a com¬ 
mitment to getting it cleaned 
before the new people take 
over,” he said. 

But there’s more. Allega¬ 
tions about the improper use 
of parade committee credit 
cards by the two co-chairs fur¬ 
ther complicated the situa¬ 
tion. Stewart admitted that he 
had used the credit card for 
personal expenses, but 
claimed that he paid those 
parts of the bill out of his 
own pocket. Wood did not 
comment about whether she 
used her card for personal 
spending. The committee ac¬ 
cepted Stewart’s claim with¬ 
out verification. 

“The problem is that there 
are personal expenses that 
they said they paid back, but 
who knows? There’s so little 
accountability,” commented 
one committee member who 
wished to remain anonymous. 

The final financial disaster 
that was revealed Sunday 
night is that the committee 
never turned in the necessary 
application forms for the 
city’s Grants for the Arts 
funding the event receives an¬ 
nually. Because the paper¬ 
work was due in February, 
and incomplete information 
was submitted months late af¬ 
ter prodding by city officials, 
the parade may receive a 
much smaller increase in 
funding this year than compa¬ 
rable recipients. For instance, 
the Chinese New Year Pa¬ 
rade is receiving an $8,000 in¬ 
crease, while the Freedom 
Day Parade is slated so far 
for only a $200 increase. 

“Maybe it’s time to consid¬ 
er not having a parade,” said 
the concerned recipient of a 
bounced check when in¬ 
formed of the scope of the 
problem. 

But Taylor said he plans to 
turn the organization around. 

“Personally, my goal is to 
make the parade a huge prof¬ 
it-maker for the community,” 
he said. ▼

“My name is Richard 
Gere. I am a lesbian and you 
are my Task Force.” 

A crowd of about 500 Hol¬ 
lywood industry insiders and 
other lesbian and gay activists 
and supporters laughed as 
Gere so opened the program 
for the second annual Holly¬ 
wood benefit for the Wash¬ 
ington-based National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force Pol¬ 
icy Institute (NGLTF). The 
September 13 event at Stage 
18 of the Sony Pictures Stu¬ 
dios raised approximately 
$170,000 and marked another 
breakthrough in relations be¬ 
tween the entertainment in¬ 
dustry and the lesbian and 
gay community. 

“Last year we asked a lot 
of individuals in the entertain¬ 
ment business, executives, 
agents and so forth to put 
their names on the event as 
hosts in an individual man¬ 
ner,” said entertainment 
lawyer Alan Hergott, a co¬ 


“This year 
we thought it would be an 
important message to send to 
both the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity and to corporate 
America that a group of pub¬ 
lic and private companies and

Budget Nightmare Continues 
For City Health Department

Angry clients and 
providers of health programs 
slated for cuts slammed pro¬ 
posals for an additional $25 
million cuts at a meeting of 
the Health Commission on 
Friday, September 11. 

The meeting filled the 
Board of Supervisors cham¬ 
bers at City Hall and spilled 
out into the corridors as 
Health Department Director 
Ray Baxter detailed the pro¬ 
posed cuts. 

The $25 million budget re¬ 
duction was requested by 
Mayor Frank Jordan as part 
of a plan to balance a $64 mil¬ 
lion deficit in the city’s $3.2 bil¬ 
lion budget. The deficit is due 
primarily to recent cutbacks 
in state funds allocated to San 
Francisco, according to Jean 
Mariani, the mayor’s budget 
director. 

The Health Department’s 
$585 million budget was also 
hit with more than $30 mil¬ 
lion in cuts last April, due to 
a local deficit. 

“The problem is that we 
don’t have any money,” Mar¬ 
iani told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“It’s really a nightmare. I 
don’t know how Art Agnos 
thought he was going to pull it 
off if he was re-elected,” she 
said. “I just don’t know what 
else we can do.” 

At the commission meet¬ 
ing Baxter indicated that al¬ 
though no AIDS services 
were being cut, the cuts 
throughout the department in 
health care services would af¬ 
fect everyone, including peo¬ 
ple with AIDS using the ser¬ 
vices. 

Those cuts would necessi¬ 
tate closing one psychiatric 
hospital ward; reducing med¬ 
ical, surgical, and dental out¬ 
patient visits; the elimination 
of two health care clinics; and 
cuts in the contracts of a vari¬ 


ety of contract agencies that 
provide health services to the 
city. 

One of the clinics slated 
for cuts is Operation Concern, 
a lesbian and gay mental 
health agency. 

According to Director 
Kevin McGirr, the proposed 
$100,000 annual loss repre¬ 
sents about one third of the 
funds it now receives from 
the city Health Department, 
and a substantial portion of 
its total budget of $1.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

“The impact will be felt by 
those who need the services 
but are the least able to pay,” 
he told the B.A.R. 

According to McGirr, the 
cuts in mental health and sub¬ 
stance abuse services at the 
agency “would also be a blow 
to the agency’s recent devel¬ 
opment of substance abuse 
services for lesbians.” Such 
services were non-existent un¬ 
til OC implemented its pro¬ 


gram in July. 

The Center for Positive 
Care, a site staffed by a vari¬ 
ety of AIDS service groups 
that was previously adminis¬ 
tered by The AIDS Health 
Project, The National Task 
Force on AIDS Prevention of 
the National Association of 
Black and White Men Togeth¬ 
er, and Cal-PEP, a street out¬ 
reach to prostitutes, will lose 
$1,000,000 of its $1.3 million 
budget, or 77 percent. 

The remaining 23 percent 
will be used to cover site ad¬ 
ministration and rent and the 
hiring of an administrator to 
oversee the program,” said 
James Loyce, an AIDS Office 
official. 

There will be no cuts to 
the agencies providing the 
services, which includes case 
management and other social 
services to people with HIV 
infection, because they can 
still provide the services to

Local law enforcement au¬ 
thorities have contingency 
plans to deal with the possi¬ 
bility of street violence and 
vandalism if Governor Wilson 
vetoes AB 3825, a civil rights 
measure, as is rumored. 

A massive rally has been 
called by the Coalition for 
Contemporary Values for the 
night following Wilson’s ex¬ 
pected veto. 

“Yes we have contingency 
plans but we hope everything 
will be peaceful if there is a 
veto,” Sgt. Jerry Senkir, a po¬ 
lice spokesman, told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Senkir declined further 
comment on the contingency 
plans. 

Mayor Frank Jordan’s of¬ 
fice has been notified that 
California State Police are 
also “on alert,” in case of mas¬ 
sive protests in front of the 
State Office Building on Van 
Ness and McAllister Street or 
the governor’s executive of¬ 
fice in the old State Building 
on Golden Gate Street. 

“We received a call that 
the State Police are on alert,” 
Stacy Walters, a mayoral 
spokesperson, told the B.A.R., 
adding that Jordan would be 
“very disappointed” if Wilson 
vetoed the civil rights mea¬ 
sure that would, among other 
things, make anti-gay housing 
and job discrimination illegal. 

“The mayor has written 
Governor Wilson and urged him 
to sign the measure as well as 
the needle exchange mea¬ 
sure,” Walters said. 

“We’re just watching to see 
what’s going to happen,” a 
State Police spokesman told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We’re not really on alert.” 

Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg, a major organizer of a 
planned rally at 7 p.m. at De- 
lores Park, with a march 
through the Castro and then 
down Market Street to the 


SOB the night after Wilson 
vetoes the measures, told the 
B.A.R. that she does not ex¬ 
pect a repeat of last year’s ri¬ 
ots at the old State Building, 
“even though people feel 
strongly about this and would 
understandably be agitated.” 

Achtenberg dismissed crit¬ 
icism of her involvement in 
organizing the rally and 
march as “completely prepos¬ 
terous” and said that both Su¬ 
pervisors Harry Britt and Ca¬ 
role Migden supported the ef¬ 
fort. 

Her involvement is seen 
by many as political grand- 
standing and a way to circum¬ 
vent her exclusion; after Wil¬ 
son’s veto of AB 101 last 
September, a rally and march 
was organized by community 
activists who refused to allow 
elected officials to participate 
in the event. 

Mayor Frank Jordan, then 
candidate for mayor, was 
chased out of the Castro by 
an angry mob who jostled 
him and stole his shoe. 

Following that rally at the 
State Building, a crowd of 
several hundred protesters 
marched to the governor’s 
executive office building on 
McAllister Street The build¬ 
ing’s ornate stained glass 
frontispiece was shattered and 
more than $250,000 in dam¬ 
age occurred when activists 
smashed street-level windows 
and set fire to an office with 
torches. 

Although police were crit¬ 
icized for not responding with 
force to the confrontation, 
more than eight activists were 
later arrested and charged with 
crimes ranging from misde¬ 
meanor vandalism to arson in 
the incident. Charges were 
dropped in one case, while 
most others pleaded guilty in 
exchange for sentences to the 
sheriffs Work Alternative Pro¬ 
gram, and restitution of dam¬ 
ages and probation. ▼

AIDS Memorial Grove 
Marks Anniversary 


AIDS Memorial Grove vol¬ 
unteers will celebrate the 
grove’s one-year anniversary 
September 19 with a work¬ 
day from 9 a.m.-3 p.m. Volun¬ 
teer Mary Claycomb reports 
that workers have cleared 
five acres so far during 
monthly sessions. They also 
have planted shrubs and trees 
and directed the Recreation 
and Parks Department to 
drain some swampland. 

Located in the de Laveaga 
Dell at Golden Gate Park, the 
grove is dedicated to people 
who have died of AIDS and 
to people living with the dis¬ 
ease. 

The project is sponsored 
by Urban Resource Systems, 
a non-profit environmental or¬ 
ganization, and calls for 
restoring the dell which has 
deteriorated from lack of 
maintenance. Jose Vicente de 
Laveaga donated money for 
the dell which opened to the 
public in 1921. 


“The establishment of the 
grove is of profound impor¬ 
tance as a symbol and a 
refuge for all of those whose 
lives have been touched by 
AIDS,” reads a pamphlet 
from grove organizers. “It 
also represents the recovery 
of a beloved and important 
portion of the world- 
renowned Golden Gate Park. 
It is hoped that the return of 
de Laveaga Dell to public use 
after years of neglect will in¬ 
spire other projects to im¬ 
prove our urban environment 
through community action. 
The Grove Steering Commit¬ 
tee also hopes that the AIDS 
Memorial Grove will help 
widen recognition of the 
tragedy of AIDS.”

Coverage for All

SACRAMENTO - Leaders 
of consumer, labor and chil¬ 
dren’s groups joined state .of¬ 
ficeholders Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 8, in urging Governor 
Wilson to take a first step to¬ 
ward providing statewide uni¬ 
versal health care coverage. 

Insurance Commissioner 
John Garamendi and Senate 
Insurance Committee Chair¬ 
man Art Torres said a bill on 
Wilson’s desk would give 
hope to an estimated six mil¬ 
lion so-called working-poor 
Californians who aren’t cov¬ 
ered. 

The bill would consolidate 
the health components of 
health, auto and worker’s 
compensation insurance poli¬ 
cies into a single unified cov¬ 


erage system for all Californi¬ 
ans. 

Details to implement the 
plan would be worked out by 
a state-appointed commis¬ 
sion. Garamendi said its rec¬ 
ommendations could come 
before the Legislature as ear¬ 
ly as next June. 

Under the plan, employers 
and employees would pay 
premiums into a single health 
care fund, with small employ¬ 
ers and low-income workers 
paying lower premiums. 

Joining Torres and Gara¬ 
mendi at a Sacramento news 
conference on the issue were 
leaders of labor groups and 
advocates for children, labor, 
the elderly, and persons with 
AIDS.

Board of Ed. Postpones Decision 
On Inclusive Textbook Guideline

The State Board of Educa¬ 
tion last week delayed adop¬ 
tion of health textbook guide¬ 
lines that would include refer¬ 
ences to lesbians and gays. 

The board requested that 
the Curriculum Commission 
revise three passages refer¬ 
ring to gays and lesbians. 

“We’re interpreting the 
word revise [to mean] delete,” 
said A1 Kielwasser of the Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation. 

The Health Education 
Framework regulates text¬ 
books across the state. The 
document under considera¬ 
tion now, which will be effec¬ 
tive for ten years, addresses 
sexual orientation, gay and 
lesbian youth suicide, and 
same-sex parenting. It was 
unanimously approved in 
May by the state Curriculum 
Commission. 

Board members last week 
cited the state Education 
Code as justification for balk¬ 
ing at the proposed guide¬ 
lines. 

The code calls on schools 
to teach “honor and respect 
for monogamous, heterosexu¬ 
al marriage.” 

But the Board of Educa¬ 
tion’s Family Life/Sex Educa¬ 
tion Guidelines “allow [for] a 
factual and substantiated dis¬ 
cussion of homosexuality, in¬ 
cluding a historical view and 
legal ramifications.” 


Nancy Sullivan, consultant 
to the board, pointed out that 
the Education Code is law 
whereas the Family Life/Sex 
Education Guidelines are not 
law and simply provide “guid¬ 
ance” to school districts. 

“Language in the Educa¬ 
tion Code is one of the 
biggest hurdles we’re having 
to overcome,’’ Kielwasser 
said. “They’re interpreting 
that as essentially a legal 
mandate to censor informa¬ 
tion about homosexuality.” 

Sullivan said that the De¬ 
partment of Education has re¬ 
ceived a great deal of mail re¬ 
garding the Health Education 
Framework. Most of it sup¬ 


ported including gays and les¬ 
bians, she said. 

The board is set to vote on 
the issue at its October meet¬ 
ing. 

“In terms of long term 
strategies, we’re going to have 
to amend the Education 
Code,” Kielwasser said. “In 
terms of the framework, 
we’re still fighting. We will 
not sit by passively while 
they censor our lives. This 
board is showing such disdain 
for children; they’re supposed 
to be advocates for children 
in the state of California and 
decisions they’re making late¬ 
ly would show just the oppo¬ 
site.” ▼

Portland Maniacs Try To

A drive to repeal sexual 
orientation rights in the city 
of Portland, Maine, are under 
way by a group called the 
Christian Civic League.

MIAMI - Scientists are ex¬ 
amining the remains of rare 
trees downed by Hurricane 
Andrew at a tropical garden 
to see if they contain sub¬ 
stances that can be used in 
treatment of cancer and 
AIDS. 

The storm blew down or 
badly damaged 60 to 70 per¬ 
cent of the trees and other 
plants at 83-acre Fairchild 
Tropical Garden, including 
rare palm trees that could 
contain valuable substances 
not available anywhere else. 
Their destruction made them 
available for study. 

Using a grant from the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute, one of 
the first teams of researchers 
sent samples from 25 rare 
palm trees to cancer institute 
labs in Maryland only days af- 


Wyman, in a press statement. 

The ordinance that passed 
by a seven to one vote of the 
Portland City Council last May 
prohibits employment, nous¬ 
ing and credit discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion.

Daniel R. Keenan 

On Sept. 9,1992, Daniel passed away 
in New York City. 
He had returned 
home to be with 
his family the 
last few months 
of his life. In San 
Francisco he will 
always be re¬ 
membered for 
his passion and 
commitment to 
spreading the 
word about HIV 

to youth. 

Danny gained great pleasure as one 
of the original Session III Speakers for 
the Wedge Project. Sharing his story in 
San Francisco schools about living with 
HIV helped Danny and the thousands 
of teen-agers he reached. 

Danny’s greatest accomplishment 
was founding the Youth Advocates, Inc. 
— Teen HIV Program (formerly Project 
ASAP). At a time when no one else 
cared, Danny’s passion became educat¬ 
ing runaway and homeless youth. In 
1988, with a small grant from the Junior 
League of San Francisco, Danny began 
the program which became his true 
love. He guided the program from a 
$10,000 grant run from the attic of 
Huckleberry House, to be the first 
federally funded, community-based 
HIV prevention/education program for 
runaway and homeless teen-agers in 
San Francisco. By 1991, the program 
had a budget in excess of $200,000, and 
Danny was recognized as an innovator 
in HIV education and peer counseling 
models nationwide. 

Danny took his message to youth ser¬ 
vice providers in Washington, D.C, New 
York, Georgia, Arizona, and throughout 
California. His words challenged the 
status quo to “flip the box” and dare to 
acknowledge that youth were at very 
serious risk. He demanded action from 
the Society of Adolescent Medicine, the 
National Network of Runaway and 
Homeless Youth, the Centers for 
Disease Control, the Arizona Gover¬ 
nor’s Task Force on HTV and Youth, the 
New York State Board of Education, 
the National Commission on AIDS, and 
countless groups in California. 

His vision did not stop with educa¬ 
tion. He pushed for the design of ap¬ 
propriate antibody test counseling for 
youth by coordinating the very first 
youth-focused training for youth-service 
providers in San Francisco. He worked 
side by side with the Department of 
Public Health to develop test sites for 
teen-agers. He was a founding member 
of the SF Adolescent HIV Coalition. 

Danny invited many of us to share his 
journey. Those of us who worked by his 
side will remember the humor, the in¬ 
tensity, and the brillanoe he shared with 
us. We will honor his work on Friday, 
September 18, at 4 p.m. This Memorial 
Tribute will be held at the program he 
loved. We invite you to celebrate with 
us at the Youth Advocates/Teen HIV 
Program, 555 Cole St., SF. Y

through the epidemic as he 
called forth scientists and Ad¬ 
ministration officials and 
questioned them repeatedly 
until they acknowledged pub¬ 
licly about what was not be¬ 
ing done about the crisis. 

This steadfastness contin¬ 
ued though to almost his dy¬ 
ing day, most recently mak¬ 
ing headlines when he called 
forward CDC Director Dr. 
William Roper and grilled 
him about the agency’s HIV 
prevention and education pro¬ 
grams and demanded to 
know why they were not be¬ 
ing targeted at the popula¬ 
tions most at risk for the 
virus. 

On gay rights, the lawmak¬ 
er was equally strong, distin¬ 
guishing himself as one of 
only a handful of lawmakers 
who could elicit applause 
from his colleagues and the 
gallery for an eloquent heart¬ 
felt speech defending gay and 
lesbian Americans from con¬ 
gressional attacks. 

This year alone, Weiss 
held a forum in his District to 
educate his constituents about 
the gay and lesbian rights bill, 
introduced a statement in the 
Congressional Record calling 
on President Bush to show 
leadership on AIDS, made an¬ 
other House statement honor¬ 
ing Gay and Lesbian Pride 
month, and staged briefings 
with gay and lesbian leaders 
over strategy for the passage 
of the gay rights bill. 

Also this year, as every 
year it has been compiled, 
Weiss introduced the entire 
text of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force’s anti-vi¬ 
olence report in the Record 
and has distributed copies to 
his House colleagues. 

“Ted Weiss was not just a 
supporter of gay and lesbian 
rights,” says Robin Kane, of 
NGLTF, “he was a constant 
advocate for our issues on the 
Hill. I think losing him makes 
it all the more important that 
gay and lesbian people elect 
representatives an senators 
who are able to step forward 
to fill the role he played on 
the Hill. ... It’s really such a 
shock.” 


Politically, the loss of 
Weiss comes as a twisted bit 
of irony in this election year, 
coming only a day before the 
New York Democratic con¬ 
gressional primaries where 
pro-gay New York City law¬ 
makers will face reelection 
threats in redrawn Districts, 
but Weiss was a virtual shoo- 
in for reelection. 

Throughout the redistrict¬ 
ing process liberals and gay 
rights advocates had feared 
that, with New York City los¬ 
ing congressional representa¬ 
tives, Weiss might be thrown 
into the same district with lib¬ 
eral, pro-gay Republican Bill 
Green. But while Green may 
be facing a strong challenge 
this year in his overwhelm¬ 
ingly Democratic District, 
Weiss’ other potential oppo¬ 
nent, Rep. Stephen Solarz 
(D), chose to run in a new, un¬ 
familiar district rather than 
face Weiss. 

A special election will be 
held later this year or early 
next year to fill the seat. 

Weiss, who was 64, died in 
a New York City hospital of a 
heart attack. The congress¬ 
man had a long-standing his¬ 
tory of heart trouble, under¬ 
going a bypass operation in 
1982 and a quadruple bypass 
in 1986 after collapsing at a 
Capitol Hill dinner. 

Born in Hungary in 1927, 
Weiss fled the Nazis and 
came to the U.S. when he 
was only ten years old. 

As a New York City Coun¬ 
cilman, Weiss fought repeat¬ 
edly to win a seat in 
Congress, finally succeeding 
in 1976 when Rep. Bella 
Abzug (D) chose not to seek 
reelection. As a congressman, 
Weiss represented the eclectic 
17th District which stretched 
from the heavily gay neigh¬ 
borhoods in and around New 
York’s Greenwich Village to 
areas of the Bronx. 

Besides his tireless champi¬ 
onship of gay and AIDS is¬ 
sues, Weiss was a vocal critic 
of the Reagan Administra¬ 
tion’s invasion of Grenada, in¬ 
creased military spending and 
federal efforts to outlaw flag 
burning. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Sonny Hoover, a New York 
State press officer; and two 
sons from a previous mar¬ 
riage, Thomas D. Weiss and 
Stephen R. Weiss. ▼

lawyers. We had to look 
through an eight by twelve inch 
window to see them and yell 
through the wall for them to 
hear us. Our lawyer suggested 
we not talk to anyone, told 
Scott and James their charges 
would be more serious (assault) 
and said the rest of us would be 
charged with disrupting a meet¬ 
ing. 

After that we went back to 
the big tank; in the middle of 
the night we were taken back to 
the tiny holding tank 
where Scott’s mother was 
on the other side of the 
window. We heard that 
Scott’s charges would in¬ 
clude biting a cop and he 
was asked whether or not 
he would do volunteer 
testing. We went back to 
the other tank and later 
were called back, to talk 
with another lawyer from 
Queer Nation/Houston. 

The story got worse: we 
weren’t getting out but would 
be transferred to county; the 
women were already there. We 
heard there were protests going 
on at both jails and a vigil in the 
lobby. We spent the night in the 
holding tank, unable to lie down 
anywhere; it was freezing, there 
were limited blankets and the 
guards wouldn’t bring more; 
people had to sit and lie on an 
incredibly filthy floor as the con¬ 
vention blared at us; we 
watched Bush’s grandkids 
dragged out on stage a hundred 
times that night. 

When it got light the activists 
down the hall were taken to 
county ahead of us. We learned 
that ACT UP would bail Scott 
and James out but there was 
some question about us. Their 
bail was set at $8,000 each. Ours 
was $4,000. 

We were then transferred to 
Harris County Jail and put into 
a tank where guards verbally 
abused and threatened us. We 
were strip-searched and told if 
we raised our hands above our 
waists they would consider it an 
assault and act accordingly. 
Then they asked if we were ho¬ 
mosexuals or drug addicts. We 
and “yes” and were taken off to 
another holding tank, where we 
met three protesters who dis¬ 
rupted Bush’s speech. Another 
queer said he’d been driving in 
a gay area when police stopped 
him, searched his car twice and 
finally came up with a Baggy 
with a rock in it, which he said 
they planted. We assumed it 
was part of a street sweep in the 
gay area to “clean up” Houston 
for the convention. 

The tank was icy, with 
only cement blocks to sit 
on, which froze our butts. 

It echoed so badly it was 
like being in the bottom 
of an empty swimming 
pool. It was worse than 
that; worse than I can re¬ 
call. I do remember that 
most of us were on the 
verge of tears because of 
the constant humiliation. 
Richard had been hit by a guard 
during the strip search and 
seemed really humiliated. 

The guards brought another 
guy into the tank who was 
dressed in a tuxedo. He was a 
violinist on his way to the As¬ 
trodome to play for Bush, and 
when security ran a check on 
him they arrested him for in¬ 
come tax evasion! 

The others in the tank with 
us were fascinated with our ac¬ 
tivist talk and seemed to go 
through their own transforma¬ 


tions. We were moved from cell 
to cell and on the way to each 
new cell we were screamed at 
and hassled the whole way. We 
were fingerprinted time and 
time again in many rooms by 
many people; every part of our 
hand; they made a ritual out of 
it to intimidate us. It was clear 
many agencies were getting 
their own sets. The pigs had to 
touch you to do it, which was 
the worst part of it. 

Everyone was then called 


At the jail someone asked Pat, in her 
Republican drag, “Is that a wig?” 
She was so offended she said, 

“Of course it’s a wig!” 


out individually and questioned 
by a man who was to get infor¬ 
mation for the DA, information 
that was supposed to help us. 
Obviously he was gay, but we 
picked up quickly that he was 
not one of us. He wanted pages 
of information about our occu¬ 
pations, our salaries, who we 
iived with, etc. By that time we 
were rummy from lack of sleep; 
we were breaking down bit by 
bit with all the hours of waiting. 

After we were identified as 
homosexual we were issued yel¬ 
low wristbands with all our in¬ 
formation on it. They looked 
like pop vinyl bracelets that 
Twiggy might wear. Everyone 
else had white, or blue for 
felonies. Anywhere we moved 
everyone could leer at us; we 
were immediately identifiable. 
Our goal was to get to the ninth 
floor, the queer floor. Slowly we 
were inching our way there, cell 
by cell. 

We were taken to showers 
where we were threatened and 
verbally abused again. Although 
the hot water was a relief the 
showers made it feel like we 
were in a concentration camp, 
about to be executed; it was aw¬ 
ful. Afterwards they put us in 
Harris County Jail jumpsuits; 
mine was so small I couldn’t lie 
down in it. If you don’t have 
white tennis shoes they’re sup¬ 
posed to issue jail sandals but 
they didn’t give us any so we 
were barefoot in the freezing 
cells. Our legal advisors tried to 
buoy our spirits; they realized 
more than we did that we were 
falling apart. The trustees (other 
inmates) were very abusive; 
threatening and screaming all 
the time. We finally ended up 
'IMP 



on the ninth floor. We were tak¬ 
en in a room and strip-searched 
again. It was definitely a ritual 
and we were instructed to take 
our clothes off in a certain way. 
We had to bend over in a very 
certain kind of way and spread 
our cheeks and stand there 
while the guards taunted us. 

Three activists went into one 
tank and the rest of us were put 
into another, which we were 
told was the AIDS tank. It was 
also crammed with people. They 
said they had seen us on TV 


and hoped we’d be brought 
there and did everything they 
could to make us feel better. 
One had a Snickers bar and one 
a tiny box of cereal and some 
cookies, which they unearthed 
from their hiding places; they 
were so honored that ACT UP 
was in their cells. They were 
like fairies all around us, talking 
fast and asking us to share their 
tiny cells, since we had to dou¬ 
ble and triple up. 

We contacted our lawyer and 
tried to maintain. She 
said ABC, NBC and the 
Morning Show wanted 
to do telephone inter¬ 
views with us but she 
refused, saying the 
charges were too seri¬ 
ous against some of us. 
We thought people on 
the outside could do 
the interviews for us 
and talk about the is¬ 
sues, even though we were dy¬ 
ing to do them ourselves from 
inside the AIDS tank. We got 
through that day, somehow, but 
I began hallucinating that every¬ 
one who walked by was Pete. 

“Lock down” was at 10:00; 
there were only six mats to go 
around for fifteen people. My 
cellmate slept on the floor with 
just a sheet. I slept on the frame. 
We were sealed in for the night 
behind a solid steel door with 
no window, with the bright light 
still glaring. My cellmate cut the 
arms off my jumpsuit so I could 
lie down, and showed me how 
to tie a piece of cloth around my 
waist so the jumpsuit wouldn’t 
twist around and I’d be able to 
sleep. I was so out of it I didn’t 
really realize who they were, 
where we were, or what was 
happening. 

At 3:30 we heard footsteps 
and our names being shouted 
out. I felt so sick at that point I 
didn’t even know if I could 
stand up; my head was pound¬ 
ing. A sergeant interrogated my¬ 
self and another activist, asking 
what organization we were with 
and what ACT UP was all 
about. We told him we were 
A sDS activists; he lectured us 
for half an hour about how he 
thought it was good that people 
spoke out for what they be¬ 
lieved. We could tell he didn’t 
believe the same things we did, 
but we couldn’t tell where he 
was coming from; it was like a 
weird trick; a tactic to get us to 
break (as if there was something 
to break). Then we were put 
back into the cells and sealed. 

When breakfast came it was 
inedible. Then we were called 
out and split up ac¬ 
cording to the action 
we had participated 
in, to go before the 
judge. Again we 
were strip-searched 
ritualistically. We 
did the whole cell¬ 
hopping bullshit 
again for four hours. 
At one point be¬ 
tween cells we saw 
Pat and Emily. It 
was good to know they were 
okay and that Pat had her real 
hair again. We made eye contact 
and she mouthed the words, 
“Where are you standing?” I 
mouthed back, “In fucking hell.” 

In the next holding cell the 
guard was awful, but civilized; 
he gave us instructions about 
how to act in the courtroom and 
what not to do. We were in the 
jury box because there were so 
many people going before the 
judge; they chained us to the 
chairs. We heard that the so-

called Lambs of Christ were ar¬ 
rested for trying to shut down 
the women’s health clinics. 
Lambs of Christ are the lunatic 
fringe of Operation Rescue. It 
was me, Phil, Pat and Emily 
and the Lambs of Christ 
chained to the jury box chairs. 
Phil leaned over to one and 
asked, “Are you the Lambs of 
Christ?” The guy said, “Yes, I 
am.” Phil responded, “Good, I 
love lamb chops and I like them 
burned.” 

It was disgusting to be 
chained to them. I was 
just waiting and hoping 
Pete would come. Finally 
he arrived, looking really 
stressed, looking at me 
with sad eyes as I fought 
back tears. Our lawyer 
was dancing between our 
courtroom and the one 
where the Bush agitators 
were. He told the judge 
he’d made a deal with the DA 
that some of us would have five 
days in jail and $50 fines and 
that I and several others would 
get ten days in jail and a $250 
fine since we had prior civil dis¬ 
obedience arrests. He also said 
Tom Brokow had given glowing 
reviews of our protest and that 
it was the greatest thing that 
happened in Houston that week. 

If not for the plea bargain 
ACT UP/LA would have to 
come up with $52,000 bail. Be¬ 
sides, we would rather serve the 
time and get out of Texas, and 
not have to go back, stand trial, 
and then serve our time. By 
then we didn’t trust the legal 
process. 

For some reason you get two 
days’ credit for every day 
served, so ten days meant five 
days; it was something they did 
to relieve overcrowding. It 
meant most would get out that 
day, but I had two more days. 

By the time we got back to 
the AIDS tank I had regained 
some energy and knew I’d have 
to get to work. I realized we 
were AIDS activists in the 
AIDS tank and we had a real 
opportunity to do something. I 
wanted to get the other inmates 
organized. 

We started by making a list 
of grievances: they said they 
have to pay for their medicine, 
so any money sent to them is 
put into a jail fund and when 
they need medicine the money 
is taken from the account. If 
someone gets no money and 
needs medication it creates a 
deficit in his account. 

Other grievances included 
sleeping on concrete floors with 
just a sheet, but no blan¬ 
kets or pillows; raw 
sewage leaking through¬ 
out; and no cleaning or 
disinfecting agents to 
clean anything with. I 
saw them wash their 
sheets in toilets. Some 
with full-blown AIDS 
shared cells with people 
who had infectious dis¬ 
eases. It was rumored 
that TB was rampant 
throughout the jail. Medications 
were limited; there was no pain 
medicine of any kind. They 
were lucky if they had AZT. No 
ddl or ddG If they got thrush 
they got a lozenge. If they need¬ 
ed a doctor they reached 
through the bars and put a card 
in a box, and a week and half 
later they would get to see him. 
By that time the problem was 
usually over or out of control. 
The only time they left the cell 
for medical attention was when 


their fever was over 102 de¬ 
grees. 

They were brought back to 
their little cells to die; they 
pointed out different cells where 
people had died. Some had 
been there for three to six 
months; many were waiting to 
go to the penitentiary. Many 
wanted to go to the penitentiary 
because time was used up more 
quickly there somehow. Most of 
them were 19-22 years old. 

While we were making the 



list we could feel a power rising 
in the cell; voices were coming 
out stronger and we realized 
that on Friday, August 21, 1992, 
we were holding the first ACT 
UP meeting in the Harris Coun¬ 
ty Jail. We felt an incredible 
bonding. I called out and read 
the grievance list to Pete who 
wrote it down. 

We knew we had to be dis¬ 
creet because we would leave 
soon but we were surrounded 
by people who wouldn’t be go¬ 
ing, who would die there, but 
they were rooting for us to get 
out. We told them about ACT 
UP meetings and how to orga¬ 
nize with facilitators, agendas, 
setting goals, discussions, etc. A 
few of them were really activists 
at heart. We got word that Phil 
was released from the tank 
across the way, which left only 
Richard from our group. We 
wanted to yell out his name to 
contact him but we were too 
afraid. But the two black drag 
queens, Dominique and Grace, 
had no fear about yelling out. 
We were energizing each other. 

Legal said Channel 2 was 
chomping at the bit to talk to 
us, so we asked the guys in the 
tank if they thought that would 
put them in danger. They said 
they had absolutely nothing to 
lose and were excited that the 
story might get told. The media 
really wanted the inside infor¬ 
mation on the protests, but our 
idea was to spin it around and 
make it an AIDS story and turn 
the phone over to the PWA in¬ 
mates and let them tell what 
was going on inside the jail. Bri¬ 
an in Legal kept saying it’s too 
dangerous out here to talk with 
the media. Mike and I talked

with the other guys and agreed 
that when the other activists 
were let out we’d call the station 
and do the interview regardless 
of what Legal had to say. About 
that time the police delivered 
more mats, having clearly 
tapped our phone conversations. 

Brian said he had good rea¬ 
sons why we couldn’t talk to the 
press and we should call back in 
half an hour to hear those rea¬ 
sons. I called back and discov¬ 
ered he did have good reasons — 


when Kim was about to be re¬ 
leased from jail, the DA upped 
her charges; they were clearly 
fucking with us. Legal was also 
being hassled: Houston police 
went to the hotel, followed by 
the Ku Klux Klan. Klan mem¬ 
bers checked in to the place and 
sat around the lobby making 
threatening comments to the 
queers. Pete opened the door to 
a room just as someone was 
crawling out the window. It had 
been searched and things were 
missing. We said 
okay, no interview. 
We told the guys; 
they were disappoint¬ 
ed but understood 
and were thinking of 
our safety first. We 
promised to do what 
we could from Cali¬ 
fornia; no promises, 
but we took their ID 
numbers and said 
that we could try to get the sto¬ 
ry out, get local activists to take 
an interest, and keep them in 
touch with those who could 
more effectively work on their 
behalf. 

At that point a guard called 
my name, indicating I was being 
released. I was surprised since 
the ones who were supposed to 
get out that day hadn’t even 
been called. I had fifteen sec¬ 
onds to prepare. Everyone 
hugged me and said goodbye. I 
was taken to a holding cell, back 
in the general population with 
my yellow bracelet, and was 
given back my disheveled Re¬ 
publican drag. The tank held 
over 100 guys and was so 
crowded no one could sit down, 
literally. The guard said if we 
said one word, banged on the 
bars or did one thing to disturb 
them, we’d be held for hours 
longer. I was there for three 
hours, meditating standing up, 
knowing sooner or later I would 
be somewhere else. 

I was wearing a long-sleeved 
shirt and I pulled my sleeve 
down to hide my yellow band. It 
was a strange feeling because 
I’m proud to be queer, but I had 
the only yellow band there. 

Checkout was more scream¬ 
ing and humiliation. When the 
door to the outside was open 
Dawn and Pete were there. I 
was happy to be free, but totally 
traumatized. The others had 
been released quickly while I 
was held for three hours in the 
holding tank. Mike and I were 
supposed to stay two more days, 
but we think they wanted us out 
because we were organizing. 

As we drove away, Pete and 
I sat in the back seat 
holding on to each 
other. I looked back at 
the windows with the 
lights that were never 
turned out and count¬ 
ed up nine floors. I 
felt weird that those 
people I came to 
know there were still 
there and I was driv¬ 
ing away. It was an 
awful feeling; so sad. 
The next day we flew home. 
The mood on the plane was as 
if were comrades who had es¬ 
caped Nazi Germany. 

For everyone who works for 
the Houston Police Department 
and everyone who works with 
the Harris County Jail, including 
every clerk and guard that we 
came in contact with, I want to 
say, “Fuck You,” and I sincerely 
hope y’all burn in hell.

HOUSTON - A report by 
police chief Sam Nuchia com¬ 
mends officers for the way 
they handled a gay rights and 
AIDS protest that turned vio¬ 
lent during the GOP National 
Convention. 

Houston City Councilwom- 
an Eleanor Tinsley said the 
report is faulty because it re¬ 
lied on information from po¬ 
lice and did not include other 
eyewitness accounts of the 
fracas outside the Astrodome 
August 17. 


“The report doesn’t reflect 
complete impartiality,” said 
Tinsley, who agreed that po¬ 
lice action was needed to 
quell the situation but won¬ 
dered why police did not in¬ 
terview protesters who 
claimed they were beaten. 

“We heard some fairly re¬ 
sponsible people last week 
who evidently were eyewit¬ 
nesses,” she said. 

Civil rights groups blasted 
the report and called on May¬ 
or Bob Lanier to name an in¬ 
dependent investigator to re¬ 
view the brawl sponsored by 
the gay rights group ACT UP. 

But Lanier defended the 
report and the police 


Another Gay Hero 


High waves and cold water 
almost spelled disaster last 
weekend when gay San Fran¬ 
cisco resident Mike White¬ 
hurst saved an unidentified 
man from drowning at Land’s 
End beach. 

Whitehurst said he was en¬ 
joying the sun with friends 
Sunday, September 13, when 
he heard someone calling for 
help. He spotted a man in the 
ocean who was out too far 
and getting pushed out far¬ 
ther. 

An unidentified woman 
first attempted to. help the 
man, Whitehurst said, but she 
“got into some serious prob¬ 
lems with rocks” and re¬ 
turned to the beach with the 
help of a friend. 


“I couldn’t believe the first 
attempt failed and it looked 
like no one was going to go 
after him,” Whitehurst said. 
“That’s when I went after 
him. 

“I went up to him and 
when a wave would come I 
told him to hold his breath,” 
Whitehurst said. “I swim and 
I work out and I had lost all 
my energy by the time I 
reached him; the cold water 
takes all your energy away. I 
got behind him and pushed 
him in. After three times 
pushing him, he was able to 
ride a wave in.” 

Whitehurst said he doesn’t 
feel like a hero and he was 
just glad to help the man 
back to the beach. ▼ 


involved, who said at least 
eight violations of the law 
took place before officers 
took action. 

“You flat have to protect 
free speech, and you’ve got to 
protect people while they ex¬ 
ercise it,” Lanier said. “But 
when they go beyond it into 
criminal conduct, you have to 
stop it and stop it right now, 
and that’s exactly what the 
police did.” 

Nuchia’s report to the City 
Council supported police. It 
said rioters extended their pa¬ 
rade past the two-hour limit 
set by city ordinance, set off 
smoke bombs, obstructed a 
street and destroyed city 
property when they burned 
the city-owned barricades. 

Houston civil rights leader 
Nancy Bunin of the Clark 
Read Foundation called the 
report “a whitewash filled 
with inaccuracies and omis¬ 
sions.” 

Bunin said she watched 
police club two protesters try¬ 
ing to flee the confrontation, 
and claimed that the bottles 
police said were thrown at 
them were actually “plastic 
containers.” 

Internal affairs officers are 
investigating two complaints 
that police used excessive 
force, but Lanier, who 
watched videotapes of the in¬ 
cident, said he sees no reason 
for further investigation. 

“Let them take it to the 
grand jury,” he said. “If they 
don’t like that, we’ve got a 
civil rights procedure at the 
federal District Attorney’s 
Office.” ▼

Newsweek

“Gays Under Fire” was the 
cover story for the September 
14 issue of Newsweek maga¬ 
zine. The article covered the 
rise of American homophobia 
on several fronts: in hate 
crimes, discriminatory legisla¬ 
tion, political campaigning, 
and job and housing discrim¬ 
ination. Also included were 
the results of a Newsweek 
poll on public support for civ¬ 
il rights for lesbians and gays, 
one small article on (the ab¬ 
sence of) legal recourses for 
discrimination, and another 
on attempts by the Democrat¬ 
ic and Republican parties to 
court the lesbian and gay vote 
and the homophobic vote, re¬ 
spectively. Best of all was an 
essay by gay writer Eric Mar¬ 
cus, entitled “They’re Not 
Telling The Truth,” a person¬ 
al response to stereotypes put 
forward by religious funda¬ 
mentalists and Republican 
politicians. 

The feature article opened 
with a powerful story from 
Portland, Maine: after ten vi¬ 
olent assaults against gay men 
(some of whom would not 
press charges for fear of los¬ 
ing their jobs) occurred last 
year in that small city, the 
city council passed a non-dis¬ 
crimination ordinance. Within 
three weeks a hate group had 
collected enough signatures to 
put the new ordinance to a 
vote. One city councilor said 
“It blows me away that peo¬ 
ple who profess to Christian 
values ... take up shields and 
spears to defend discrimina¬ 
tion.” The article moved be¬ 
tween stories about violent as¬ 
saults, job discrimination, and 
fundamentalist political 
rhetoric, in a way that illus¬ 
trated powerfully that 
teenage gay bashers and 
right-wing politicians are 
acting on the same fears and 
prejudices. Especially impor¬ 
tant were stories from Ore¬ 
gon, where a ballot initiative 
to amend the state constitu¬ 
tion to mandate discrimina¬ 
tion has spawned a rash of vi¬ 
olence and harassment. 

There were a few places 
were a heterosexist perspec¬ 
tive undercut Newsweek ’s at¬ 
tempt to be fair, as in the 
statement that Democratic 
Presidential nominee Bill 
Clinton’s “embracing gay vot¬ 
ers seems to undermine his 
moderate image.” And al¬ 
though Eric Marcus’ essay 
powerfully argued that “there 
is no such thing as a gay 
lifestyle,” the Newsweek poll 
contained questions like “Is 
homosexuality an acceptable 
alternative lifestyle?” All in 
all, though, Newsweek cer¬ 
tainly deserves praise for 
shining the light of public 
scrutiny on homophobia.

Fear Factor 

The Gang of Six feared the 
task force might dismantle 
their well-oiled money-making 
machine. They “infiltrated” 
the task force by planting Lar¬ 
son and simultaneously 
populating subcommittees 
with enough “friendly” mem¬ 
bers to sway the vote. 

Some lesbian and gay mem¬ 
bers of the task force had to 
resign because they were 
unable to get time off from 
their jobs in order to attend 
meetings. This was not a prob¬ 
lem for opera and symphony 
employees on the task force, 
whose attendance was 
viewed as part of their job. 

At stake recently was a four- 
point task force proposal, 
which advocated “cultural 
equity” as a goal for funding; 
recommended grants to indi¬ 
vidual artists; suggested tech¬ 
nical support project grants for 
small and midsize organiza¬ 
tions; and requested a 
“facilities initiative” to create 
more neighborhood cultural 
centers and improve existing 
ones. When the scandal broke, 
the vote on this proposal was 
tabled. The task force will now 
issue two reports, one 
representing the position of 
the large organizations and 
one from the other side. 
Ironically, midsize organiza¬ 
tions now find themselves 
pressured from both the top 
and the bottom. 

Further complicating the 
scenario is the reporting on 
issues like this by mainstream 
publications. The San Francis¬ 
co Chronicle buried this story 
on page 25 in a virtually incom¬ 
prehensible article by Dan 
Levy. Levy’s success in ob¬ 
fuscating the real issues 
reflects, not incompetence, but 
the traditional collusion be¬ 
tween mainstream media and 
the major arts organizations.

Eliminating Lesbian/Gay/Mino 
From the Financial Equation

I n a questionably legal 
and certainly unethical 
power play, San Francis¬ 
co’s largest cultural orga¬ 
nizations (our own Gang of 
Six) have put individual per¬ 
formers and small arts groups 
on notice. “Screw you, we 
want that money” is the agen¬ 
da of their most recent 
scheme. 

The money in question 
comes from the city’s hotel 
tax fund, an essential source 
of revenue for gay/lesbian/mi¬ 
nority arts and community 
groups. In an attempt to ma¬ 
nipulate the disbursement of 
these funds, the San Francis¬ 
co Symphony, Opera and Bal¬ 
let companies, allied with the 
Exploratorium, Museum of 
Modern Art and American 
Conservatory Theatre 
(A.C.T.), created the benignly 
titled “Arts Advocacy Consor¬ 
tium.” Their task: advocate 
for the diversion of funds 
away from individual artists 
and small multicultural 
groups into the coffers of the 
Gang of Six. 


Machiavellian 

Machinations 

After the “Festival 2000” 
debacle and grant-writer Jeff 
Jones’ eye-opening report on 
who really gets city arts 
funds, the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors established a Cultural Af¬ 
fairs Task Force. The task 
force was charged with exam¬ 
ining who got the money. 
They were also asked to ex¬ 
plore ways of revising the dis¬ 
tribution system. 

Months of work resulted in 
some promising proposals, in¬ 
cluding individual artist 
grants and grants for special 
projects undertaken by small 
groups. Then Larry Larson, a 
paid consultant to the Gang of 
Six, sloppily left behind a 
rough draft of a memo after a 
task force meeting. The 
memo promised the Six that 
victory was at hand, the cur¬ 
rently disenfranchised would 
remain so. In a particularly 
reprehensible strategy, Lar¬ 
son suggested a we-are-the- 
world strategy for the Six 
that would present them as 
representative of minority 
artists. We need to “design 


our own version of a Multi- 
Cultural Economic Impact 
brochure,” he stated. 

Such a brochure would no 
doubt reflect the modicum of 
support the Gang of Six pro¬ 
vides to minority artists. Most 
of this comes in the form of 
dead-end play readings or an¬ 
cillary programming that nev¬ 
er makes it to the main sea¬ 
son. Plays are endlessly 
“workshopped” but never re¬ 
ally produced. While some or¬ 
ganizations demonstrate a 
genuine commitment to the 
politics of inclusion, most re¬ 
spond with tokenism. For 
these “efforts,” the larger or¬ 
ganizations wear the mask of 
multicultural diversity in or¬ 
der to receive public funds 
and corporate and foundation 
grants they would not other¬ 
wise qualify for. 

Larson’s memo also sug¬ 
gested methods of controlling 
local politicos through City 
Hall consultant Marcia 
Srnolens, as well as holding 
fundraisers for Barbara Kauf¬ 
man (supervisorial candidate) 
and incumbent Tom Hsieh. 
Interestingly enough, Mayor 
Jordan’s administration was 
described as unstable and a 
potential threat to the inter¬ 
ests of the Six. 

Advocacy is a legitimate 
tactic in accomplishing orga¬ 
nizational goals. But accord¬ 
ing to Pamela Peniston (assis¬ 
tant artistic director at The¬ 
atre Rhinoceros and an 
African-American lesbian 
member of the task force’s 


central committee), it is illegal 
for an organization tax ex¬ 
empt under Internal Revenue 
Service Code 501(c)3 to use 
public funding to influence a 
specific legislator. This casts 
doubt on the legality of the 
fundraisers. 

Hollis Ashby, public rela¬ 
tions director for A.C.T., re¬ 
sponded to our inquiry on 
this subject with the remark, 
“Grants for the Arts money is 
not public money because it’s 


generated by the tourism in¬ 
dustry.” (When do taxes not 
constitute public funds?) Ash¬ 
by also alleged that the 
Jeff Jones report, which cited 
the underfunding of 
lesbian/gay/minority artists, 
was “inflammatory, with its 
own use of exclusionary lan¬ 
guage. He changed statistics 
to meet his own ends.” 

But the allegations regard¬ 
ing misuse of funds are so sig¬ 
nificant that City Attorney 
Louise Renne may be asked 
to investigate (at press time 
her office had not yet re¬ 
ceived a formal request to do 
so). In addition, an equally in¬ 
criminating revelation. came 
from gay theatre artist and 
task force member Brian 
Freeman. 

The Bust 

According to Freeman 
Larson was placed on 
the task force by the San 
Francisco Symphony, who 
presented him as a symphony 
employee. Freeman thought 
Larson was substituting for 
the symphony director when 
the director was unable to at¬ 
tend meetings. Pamela Penis- 
ton said Larson’s employ¬ 
ment status was deliberately 
obscured. On one occasion, 
she thought he was employed 
by the opera, although his of¬ 
fice was at the symphony. 

Tom Flynn, A.C.T.’s devel¬ 
opment director, told the 
B.A.R. that he was surprised 


about the con¬ 
fusion over 
Larson’s em¬ 
ployment. Ac¬ 
cording to Flynn, 
Larson was in- 
troduced as a lob¬ 
byist at a Febru¬ 
ary 1992 meeting of 
the task force. 

We were unable to 
obtain the minutes of 
this purported meeting 
before press time, but Lar¬ 
son’s written remarks make 
his official status somewhat 
moot. He gloats in his in¬ 
famous memo, “I have now 
been accepted by many task 
force members as a de facto 
member, with ob¬ 
vious advantages 
to us.... We have 
captured control 
over the work of 
important subcom¬ 
mittees.” 

This controversy, 
with obvious long-ranging 
ramifications for the future of 
arts funding in this city, high¬ 
lights the differences between 
organizations who have and 
those who have not. It also 
reflects the long-standing atti¬ 
tude of the Gang of Six, who 
regard small — and even mid¬ 
size organiza¬ 
tions — as dis- 
| posable This 
I attitude, foist- 
jf ed upon the 
task force, 
then impacts 
city policy and the 
way arts groups are funded. 

Brian Freeman also

FAG HAG' IS A HIT IN 
TORONTO: A birdy by the 
name of Hu tells us that the 
gay “discovery” at the halfway 
point of the Toronto Film 
Festival was Okoge, which 
translates to English as “Fag 
Hag.” Director Takehiro 
Makajima's story revolves 
around the friendship be¬ 
tween a gay man and a 
straight woman, both of 
whom have unsatisfactory 
relationships with men. The 
scene in which a bunch of 
drag queens trash some 
gangster gay bashers proved 
a big hit with the Canadian 
audience.

The festival’s pro¬ 
gram claims that although 
the film is less concerned 
with political correctness 
than North American audi¬ 
ences might hope, it con¬ 
tains many “subtle mo¬ 
ments” and “fine perfor¬ 
mances.” Hu agrees — but 
then again, this is the man 
who bought the rights to 
Frisk. 

A LESBIAN'S LIFE 
FLASHES BEFORE HER 
EYES in Lea Poole's con¬ 
tribution to Montreal Sex¬ 
tet, six short works about 
the town by Canadian film¬ 
makers. The lesbian and her

Joe Boxer's Nicholas Graham Puts 7th on Sale 

In For the Count

N icholas Graham, the 
creative wun- 
derkind of Joe Box¬ 
er, and board mem¬ 
ber of 7th on Sale, has spent 
the last six months overseeing 
this massive benefit, which is 
organized through DIFFA, 
the Design Industry Founda¬ 
tion for AIDS. The first of 
these benefits raised over $4 
million in New York in 1990, 
selling donated designer 
clothing at cut-rate prices. 

For a hugely successful en¬ 
trepreneur, Graham is low- 
key, dressed in jeans and a 
white T-shirt. Not shy about 
publicity, Graham has partic¬ 
ipated in some of the most 
creative benefits in years, in¬ 
cluding donning a nearly bul¬ 
let-proof wig at the recent 
canine fashion show for 
PAWS. 

Born in Calgary, Alberta, 
the soft-spoken 34-year-old 
Canadian has lived in San 
Francisco for 12 years. Al¬ 
though he started in textiles 
with little fashion education, 
his Joe Boxer line of men’s 
underwear has grown sub¬ 
stantially since its beginnings 
in 1986. 

* * * 

Jim Provenzano: How long 
have you been in men’s un¬ 
derwear? 

Nicholas Graham: As long 
as I can remember. I had a 
neckwear company before 
this, and a buyer at Macy’s 
said the patterns would make 
great underwear. This was 
before the idea became popu¬ 
lar. I did them, and she 
bought and sold the first 
batch in a few days. Our next 
customer was Bergdorf Good¬ 
man, so it was kind of start at 
the top and work our way 
down. Boxer shorts are still 
our primary business, but 
now we have a women’s line 
called Joe Boxer Girlfriend. 
It’s a line for debutantes who 
aren’t debutantes. 

We’re coming out with Joe 
Boxer Baby. Actually, it’s not 
baby clothes at all. Baby 
clothes are like cat food. You 
don’t sell food to cats. You 
sell it to the people who own 
the cats. One T-shirt says 
“How to read a diaper.” It’s 
kind of a Rorschach test. We 
have little rompers that, on 
the back, say “I am not a foot 
stool.” 

That’s wild. 

Yeah, ’cause kids don’t 
care if it’s a lamb or a lamb 
chop. 

You pretty much defined 
the trend toward fun box¬ 
ers. 

We came out at a good 
time. I had no experience in 
apparel or business. I wish I’d 
known more, but we’re grow¬ 
ing about 100 percent a year. 
Why do you think there’s 
such a rejuvenation of box¬ 
ers? 

With underwear you can 
just have fun with it. There’s 
a classic way of marketing un¬ 
derwear like Jockey, Fruit of 
the Loom... 

Where they airbrush the 
crotches... 

Right. 

Or the total queerness of In¬ 
ternational Male, where you 


can see everything. 

Yeah, the mesh under¬ 
wear. The freighter, I call 
them. There’s also the Calvin 
Klein totally ripped body — 
then there’s the rest of Amer¬ 
ica. Actually our buyers are 
much the same as Calvin’s. 
They go back and forth. They 
swing both ways! 

But your stuff is so differ¬ 
ent. 

We’re a graphics company. 
We’re not really an apparel 
company. It’s about humor. 
People don’t say they’re going 
to go buy a pair of underwear 
with a glowing banana on it. 
It’s a lot of word of mouth, 
because we never advertise. 

How many have you sold? 

Over 60,000,000 pairs of 
shorts. We’ve done probably 
every animal, mineral and 
vegetable known to man on 
the underwear. We’ve done 
over 5,000 patterns. 

Do you think people wear 
fun boxers for themselves, 
for their partner, for other 
people? 

There’s a certain amount 
of exhibitionism. That’s fine. 
That’s what we all are any¬ 
way, exhibitionists. 

Have you sent any of your 
shorts to Marky Mark? 

Cut to the chase! (laughter) 
He does wear them, actually. 
We have seen him wear 
them, disrobe in them. 

Is this 7th on Sale going to 
be as big as New York’s? 

Bigger. Better, more fabu¬

dresses, like Joe Schuman 
said, “are a deal! Only $2,000!” 


There’s always been a lot of 
closeting and AIDSphobia 
in the fashion industry; the 
lies about Perry Ellis dying 
of AIDS. Are things better 
now? 


Incredibly. I think having 
famous people being HIV pos¬ 
itive has helped. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, there was a lot of closeting 
a few years ago, but I don’t 
think you can ignore it any¬ 
more, no matter what indus¬ 
try it is. 


Isn’t it worse in fashion, be¬ 
cause there are a lot of gay 
men in the business that 
have to stay in a semi-veiled 
closet and feel they have to 
lie about HIV? 


I think that happened a lot 
before, but now it’s more 
open. Roger Forsythe, the de¬ 
signer for Perry Ellis who 
was a friend of mine, died 
last year, and six months be¬ 
fore he died he came out and 
said he had AIDS, which I 
thought was very intelligent. 
Perry Ellis’ company has 
been hit hard by AIDS. 


AIDS information services 
will also be at 7th on Sale. 


There will be an area front 
and center where you can get 
information on AIDS. We’ll 


buying clothes. The last thing 
I want is for it to be just a cloth¬ 
ing sale. It’s what we have as 
a community to offer the pub¬ 
lic, ways that we can raise 
money. At this point we have 
about 175,000 units. If each 
one of those was worth about 
$20 and we sold them all, that 
would be about $3 million. 


What else should be done to 
fight AIDS besides raising 
money? How much longer 
do we need to do events 
like this? 

It’s time already for this 
thing to be over. It’s an Amer¬ 
ican epidemic. AIDS costs 
this country a hell of a lot, be¬ 
cause it’s been allowed to 
reach the proportion it has. It 
costs in lost time, people’s 
ability to work, health care 
costs, and insurance rates. It’s 
so disturbing for me to watch. 
I can’t vote because I’m Cana¬ 
dian, but I’m affected by the 
politics of this country. I think 
the Republican government, 
the way the convention went 
was completely appalling. 
The first thing we can do is 
vote.

A Moral Vision 

At the risk of seeming 
overly serious about a TV 
show, some of the dynamics 
of Bewitched do deserve 
analysis, if only because of its 
enormous and continuing 
popularity. Bewitched had a 
moral vision, a message, very 
much in tune with accepted 
American values at the time. 
The essential problem be¬ 
tween Darrin and Sam — that 
in order to keep the marriage 
together, she had to agree to 
subvert and hide who she re¬ 
ally was — served as the dra¬ 
matic conflict of the story. 
Samantha was always 
smarter, more levelheaded, 
more understanding than her 
mortal husband. 

The main attraction of 
Darrin for audiences, though, 
was his absolute loyalty to 
Samantha. Also, audience 
sympathy for Darrin could 
never exist if he were blatant¬ 
ly trying to take advantage of 
Samantha’s gifts. 

Except for the supernatu¬ 
ral gimmickry, Samantha rep¬ 
resented a familiar, 
quintessential image of the 
American woman—powerful, 
but willing to use her power 
only for her husband’s benefit 
or protection; centered on 
family and home; discreetly 
managing things behind her 
husband’s back. 

' The comic situation of so 
many family shows of the ’50s 
and ’60s depended upon de¬ 
ceit and trickery — whether it 
was Lucy trying to get into 
Ricky’s show or Donna Reed 
having the car fender re¬ 
paired before her husband 
got home. The expectation of 
women was that they would 
be wives, mothers, homemak¬ 
ers — not to mention confi¬ 
dants, nurses, psychologists 
and maids. These expecta¬ 
tions did in fact require super¬ 
natural power. 

Bewitched made the inter¬ 
nalized vision of what women 
were supposed to be explicit. 

The show was organized 
around Samantha living life 
in a way which was alien to 
her: baking pies and vacuum¬ 
ing, driving to the market, 
reasoning things out, all when 
she might more easily have 
tinkle-tinkle-tinked with her 
nose and made things hap¬ 
pen! Furthermore, this cha¬ 
rade was a huge effort for 
both of them, and a some¬ 
what nonsensical one. 

Why didn’t Sam just 
twitch her nose and get them 
a better house, a vacation, a 
new car? Because the produc¬ 
ers and writers of Bewitched 
knew that if the show were 
simply about people with 
power, people who can magi¬ 
cally have whatever they 
want, it would not only have 
little appeal, but would quick¬ 
ly run out of dramatic or com¬ 
ic situations. Samantha loved 
Darrin, and was willing to 
sacrifice and work hard to 
please him. Her character ac¬ 
tually revels in plain, ordinary 
housework, and is frequently 
at odds with her family, par¬ 
ticularly her fabulous mother 
Endora, over this decision. 


Prejudice Examined 

That’s another subtext of 
the show, and Pilato makes 
an interesting case for it: Be¬ 
witched was fundamentally 
about a mixed marriage and 
prejudice. The stories of 
Samantha and Darrin are of¬ 
ten about the conflict be¬ 
tween witch-culture and mor¬ 
tal-culture, and the respective 
families’ (especially Saman-

tha’s) efforts to destroy the re¬ 
lationship. 

Many episodes used other 
kinds of prejudice as a theme. 
For a moment, consider 
Samantha as Jewish — to keep 
her marriage to her Gentile 
husband, she must agree not 
to practice her faith, to raise 
her children in her husband’s 
faith, to hide her background. 
But being Jewish is so inte¬ 
gral to who she is, it cannot 
be completely buried. 

As Pilato says in his intro¬ 
duction: “Every (episode’s) 
moral is the same: No matter 
how much one tries to sup¬ 
press one’s natural idiosyn¬ 
crasies in order to fit into 
modern society, it will not 
work. Spirituality will al¬ 
ways prevail over matters of 
commerce. And love con¬ 
quers all.” 

What makes The Be¬ 
witched Book a success is 


that it does not ramble on gra¬ 
tuitously about politics and 
thematic ideas. While Pilato 
offers a thoughtful analysis of 
the show’s issues—those about 
which the producers were 
both conscious and uncon¬ 
scious — most of his book is a 
delightful romp through the 
Bewitched seasons. 

Included are the stories be¬ 
hind all of the double casting. 
Darrin, of course, was original¬ 
ly played by Dick York (1964- 
1969) and then replaced by 
Dick Sargent (1969-1972). The 
nosy neighbor Gladys Kravitz, 
who could always tell there 
was something wrong across 
the street but remained infuri¬ 
atingly disbelieved, was also 
played by two actresses, Alice 
Pearce (1964-1966) and Sandra 
Gould (1966-1972). There were 
two Louise Tates — Irene Ver¬ 
non and Kasey Rogers. There 
were two Frank Stephens 
(Darrin’s father) — Robert F. 
Simon and Roy Roberts. 
Twins Erin and Diane Mur¬ 
phy played the Stephens’ little 
girl Tabitha, and twins David 
and Greg Lawrence played 
their baby Adam. (Incidentally, 
the book is worth browsing 
through if only to check out 
the photographs of the hand¬ 
some Lawrence twins today — 
page 282.) And, of course, 
Elizabeth Montgomery played 
her own wacky, hip cousin 
Serena. 

Another interesting aspect 
to the program’s history was 
the considerable wrath it pro¬ 
voked concerning its un-Chris¬ 
tian characters and themes. 
Believe it or not, the produc¬ 
ers and sponsors of Be¬ 
witched received frequent 
mail from God-fearing Ameri¬ 
cans who believed the show 
represented a Satanist perspec¬ 
tive and considered witchcraft 
blasphemous. (To which 
Samantha replies in a fifth sea¬ 
son episode, “I’m the greatest 
minority of them all. I’m a 
witch.”) 

Pilato offers an interesting, 
unpretentious view of this 
enormously successful TV 
show and its surrounding phe¬ 
nomena. He is not critical or 
campy: he genuinely loves his 
subject. In my mad search for 
some dirt, I was left frustrated.

Do these 
names ring a bell? What 
about the exclamation, “Oh, 
my stars!” Can you remember 
the Stephens’ address? (1164 
Morning Glory Circle in 
Westport, Connecticut.) Dar¬ 
rin’s advertising agency? (Mc- 
Mann and Tate.) How old was 
Samantha? (Several hundred 
years.) 

If you care about such 
things, Herbie J. Pilato’s The 
Bewitched Book is for you. 
The volume is a charming 
and affectionate look at the 
history, impact and popularity 
of the Bewitched situation 


comedy series, which aired 
from 1964 to 1972. And it’s 
more than a compendium of 
trivia: the book includes pro¬ 
files of the cast members, in¬ 
terviews, photographs and the 
author’s own interpretation of 
the show’s themes. 

Bewitched, of course, re¬ 
volved around the upwardly 
mobile advertising executive 
Darrin Stephens, who falls in 
love with the enchanting, in¬ 
telligent Samantha. They 
wed. Then Darrin learns that 
Samantha is actually a witch 
— that is, she can make things 
fly around, stop time, turn 
people into animals and so 
forth. When Darrin learns 
the bizarre truth about his 
new wife, he arrogantly 
makes her promise never to

Whine Merchant 

Honor Bound: A Gay American Fights for the Right to Serve His Country 
by Joseph Steffan; Villard, $22.50

I n his review of a revival 
of Tommy, John God¬ 
frey suggests that “sim¬ 
ply being a victim is an 
insufficient resume for a pro¬ 
tagonist.” What is true in the¬ 
atre is equally true in biogra¬ 
phy. Joseph Steffan’s Honor 
Bound is a lame attempt to 
elevate getting caught to hero¬ 
ic stature. 

Someone must have told 
Steffan that lots of detail is a 
good thing to have in a book, 
because Steffan loads his 
tome with an appalling quan¬ 
tity of insignificant (read: te¬ 
dious) detail, hoping, I sus¬ 
pect, that the volume of 
words will provide narrative 
interest. 

But Steffan’s life before he 
was outed by the Navy is hardly 
the stuff that dreams are 
made of. His adolescent angst

over a lack of athletic skill is 
simply not interesting. And if 
you’ve always imagined that 
small-town life must be more 
boring than practically any¬ 
thing ... well, you haven’t met 
boring until you’ve read Stef¬ 
fan’s endless account of a 
morning jog “In a small town 
like ours, everything is inter¬ 
connected. This level of famil¬ 
iarity has its benefits. People 
know and greet you on the 
street ... .” 

Slave to Tedium 

To describe leaving War¬ 
ren, Minn., and entering the 
Naval Academy, Steffan em¬ 
ploys a tedious narrative style 
and a slavish devotion to the 
obvious. Explaining his inter¬ 
est in military service, Steffan 
tells us, “War is, unfortunate¬ 
ly, as much a part of history 


as peace.” His tales of life at 
Annapolis will not be news to 
anyone who has seen or read 
anything about the military. 

Throughout the pre-outing 
narrative, Steffan offers un¬ 
dergraduate philosophy and 
evidence, ad nauseam, of his 
intrinsic worth as student, of¬ 
ficer, leader of men and tenor 
soloist. The only claim he 
wisely avoids is that of being 
a writer. I suspect even Stef¬ 
fan’s boundless ego quailed at 
that one. 

The writing at best is stale, 
flat and unprofitable — and 
Steffan doesn’t hit best very 
often. Once the Navy throws 
Steffan out of the Academy, 
he gradually (excruciatingly) 
comes to value himself and 
his gay identity. By the end of 
the book, he claims an unde¬ 
served place at the barricades 
with the pantheon of gay 
heroes. 

Playing It Safe 

The plain fact is, that if 
Steffan had not been found 
out, he would most likely 
have stayed in the Navy and 
in the closet. He offers no 
hint of an activist bent until 
he has nothing to lose. In an 
unintentionally revealing mo¬ 
ment, Steffan expresses out¬ 
rage that none of the Naval 
officers who know him are 
willing to risk their careers in 
order to support his efforts to 
remain in the Academy. But

Steffan was equally unwilling 
to take any risks on anyone’s 
behalf as long as his secret 
was safely closeted. 

I have no doubt that 
Joseph Steffan sees himself as 
a heroic battler for the rights 
of women, gays, lesbians, a 
champion for the underdog 
and the individual. I cannot 
share his view. Steffan fails as 
writer and as role model. 


Honor Bound is a trite and 
overlong exercise in self-in¬ 
dulgence and self-justification. 
The writing is abysmal and 
the narrative is tedious. Need 
a hero? Order a sandwich. ▼

Pilato is respectful of all the 
talents that created Be¬ 
witched, particularly Eliza¬ 
beth Montgomery whom he 
paints as socially aware, polit¬ 
ically liberal and delightful to 
be around. The cast was cho¬ 
sen very carefully, and the pro¬ 
gram was fortunate to have 
such respected and well- 
trained actors as Agnes Moore- 
head, Maurice Evans, Mabel 
Albertson, Paul Lynde, Alice 
Ghostly, Marion Lome and a 
regular company of players 
who made the drunks with 
double-takes and nervous 
clients convincing and memo¬ 
rable. 

Bewitched emerges as a 
program of consistent quality 
and good intentions. On one 
level, it mined an absurd 
premise for laughs; on anoth¬ 
er, it did function as a kind of 
popular culture essay on dif¬ 
ference and prejudice — and on 
the power of love against all 
odds. It wasn’t Eugene O’Neill 
or Ingmar Bergman, but it 
wasn’t supposed to be. Pilato’s 
book is fun and warmhearted, 
as the series itself was. As for

Gay Cast Members 


According to Pilato, the 
cast members adored each oth¬ 
er and worked easily and nat¬ 
urally together. Dick Sargent, 
with whom I recently spoke 
by phone, confirmed that the 
atmosphere on the set was al¬ 
ways congenial and light. Sar¬ 
gent, of course, came out of 
the closet last year, amid a 
storm of publicity. I asked 
him about other cast mem¬ 
bers. Paul Lynde “was not in 
the closet. He was just delight¬ 
fully flaming. Everyone abso¬ 
lutely loved him.” 

Sargent has always heard 
that Moorehead was a lesbian, 
but he never spoke with her 
about it so could not say for 
sure. While there was a heavy 
gay presence on the Be¬ 
witched set, it was probably 
no more gay than many other 
TV shows. Homosexuality 
simply was not discussed or 
acknowledged. 

“Liz (Montgomery) knew 
my lover. We all socialized.

Hollywood Does Hollywood

H ollywood has pla¬ 
giarized itself for 
years, feeding vora¬ 
ciously on concepts, 
stories and stars, then regurgi¬ 
tating them endlessly on tele¬ 
vision. Visitors in this “indus¬ 
try” town should not be sur¬ 
prised to discover that Holly¬ 
wood, when it gets ready to 
do theatre, is now taking its 
inspiration from television. 

In Westwood, The Real 
Live Game Show/The Real 
Live Brady Bunch sucks you 
into the black hole of the 70s, 
where a disco warm-up be¬ 
gins with Donna Summer 
and ends with “YMCA” per¬ 
formed by the ushers, com¬ 
plete with original choreogra- 
phy. 

In the beginning, contes¬ 
tants from the audience com¬ 


pete in a game show which is 
punctuated by lame commer¬ 
cials and heaps of contestant 
humiliation. Host/producer 
Eric Waddell’s inspiration for 
the show was his desire to be 
a game show host. Unfortu¬ 
nately, a real game show tap¬ 
ing is more exciting and the 
prizes are better. 

Ripped to the Toup's 

In another self-referential 
wrinkle, the performance I 
witnessed was a special “Trib¬ 
ute to the Gong Show,” fea¬ 
turing quasi-celebrity judges 
Rip Taylor (whose wig should 
have its own star on Holly¬ 
wood Boulevard) and Jaye P. 
Morgan, whose current re¬ 
sume lists her as a semi-regu¬ 
lar on The Howard Stern 
Show. To underscore the 
pecking order in Hollywood, 
both were upstaged by the 


third judge, a cardboard 
cutout of Elvis. 

The real gems were in the 
latter “Brady” section, where 
an actual Brady Bunch script, 
with a new episode presented 
every week, lures the faithful 
into the shag-carpeted “living- 
room” down front, better to 
be close to the smarmy Greg, 
played by Jon Kean. 

But the women shine 
brightest with dead-on charac¬ 
terizations by Jane Lynch as 
Carol Brady, Mari Weiss as 
Alice the maid and Kathryn 
Kelly as Jan. Best of all is 
Becky Thyre, who, in an eerie. 
homage that borders on de¬ 
monic possession, squeaks, 
pouts, and tosses her hair to 
perfection as Marsha. 

The veneer of normalcy 
cracks at points, like when 
Peter and Bobby are inter¬ 
rupted during brotherly fore¬ 
play because Greg needs to 
talk about his problems. The 
show ends with Alice singing 
her own version of the Jeffer¬ 
son Airplane’s “White Rabbit,” 
with the cast in a debauched 
tableau reminiscent of the fa¬ 
mous poster depicting the 
Disney characters in sexual 
poses. 

Soapy Queers 

At the Celebration The¬ 
atre, The Gays of Our Lives 
can’t decide whether it’s a 
soap opera or a murder mys¬ 
tery. Three children, one gay, 
one bi, and one straight, mire 
themselves in incest, bicker¬ 
ing, seduction and murder 
when Mom runs off for some 
lesbian adventure aboard a 
South Sea freighter. 

Written by Claudia Allen 
and directed by Ron Ed¬ 
wards, the action is bogged 
down with cumbersome 
blackouts and flashbacks. At 
one point, Bonnie Lee Brown, 
as the mother quips, “These 
flashbacks are killing me,” at 
which point the audience 
nods knowingly. 

Not that the show isn’t en¬ 
tertaining. It features male 
semi-nudity, camp humor, a 
few zingy one-liners and some

storm troopers who wait until 
Rudy opens the door before 
entering, rather than simply 
breaking in the door, and 
then allow Max and Rudy to 
escape after murdering Wolf 
in front of them. 

From a fine and focused 
’Drew Todd, who plays Greta 
as a greedy opportunist and 
ordinary German, without 
whom Hitler’s plan of de¬ 
struction could not have suc¬ 
ceeded, to a woefully inade¬ 
quate Freddie, played by 
Charles E. Polly, the acting 
styles and abilities cover so 
great a range that the actors 
seem to be in different plays. 
In the exceptionally difficult 
second act, both Timothy 
Flanagan (Max) and Alfonso 
Paz (Horst) lack depth. At no 
.time did I get any sense of 
fear, of doom, of recognition 
or even awareness of the hor¬ 
rors going on around them. 

Todd Baker and David 
Bicha are the Nazis, and a 
pair more lacking in menace 
or authority I have never 
seen. Bicha especially 
seemed more petulant than 
anything else. John Hogan’s 
Rudy is mostly a whining 
stereotype. His opening 
scene with the hung-over 
Max, however, is a highlight 
of the show, witty, irreverent 
and painfully ironic.

Bess and Macon are two 
mail-order brides who arrive 
in the Wyoming Territory 
hoping to find happiness and 
adventure, but are clearly 


willing to settle for a man not 
“too ugly” who might be “cor¬ 
dial at Christmas.” After a 
brief scene together, Jack en¬ 
ters with the news that Bess’ 
intended, his brother Mike, is 
dead, but Jack will marry her. 
William, Macon’s husband-to- 
be, is old and missing an eye. 
He assures her that as soon as 
he gets a little ahead, he’ll 
buy a glass eye, “brown, just 
like the old one.” 

Time passes, each woman 
learns to make accommoda¬ 
tions to the man in her life, 
tries to be a friend to the oth¬ 
er in this lonely place. Even¬ 
tually each woman betrays 
the other, and each man dis¬ 
covers that he has gotten con¬ 
siderably less than he hoped 
for. 

Script Problems 

In this production the big 
problem is the script, from 
which burden the actors 
strive mightily, but unsuccess¬ 
fully, to escape. With 19 
scenes in two acts, Abun¬ 
dance probably should have 
been a movie, but the deci¬ 
sion to bracket each scene 
with a blackout and scenery 
change makes for a very long, 
very fragmented evening. 
Since the scenery was mostly 
not necessary or particularly 
interesting, the changes 
served to annoy rather than 
to illuminate. 

Lisa Ramirez (Bess) has 
the thankless task of playing 
a character who is so self-ef¬ 
facing she nearly disappears. 
That much humility Mother 
Theresa doesn’t have, and 
Bess becomes more neurotic 
than anything else. Edith 
Bryson has nicely focused en¬ 
ergy, and her Macon is al¬ 
ways interesting. Chris 
Phillips plays Jack on one 
brutal note throughout, but 
Jack Halton’s William has sur¬ 
prising depth for a character 
who could easily become a 
self-parody.

tutionalized bigotry. 

Max and Rudy are blatant 
queers reveling in the relative 
openness of Berlin in the ’30s. 
Max has an unpleasant pen¬ 
chant for both drunken dis¬ 
plays and for bringing home 
strangers for some rough sex. 
Max has serious memory 
lapses and begs Rudy to ex¬ 
plain his hangover, his bruis¬ 
es and the naked man 
strolling through the living 
room. Their morning is inter¬ 
rupted by the sound of jack- 
boots kicking the door, and 
two Nazis storm the room 
and brutally kill Wolf, the 
naked stranger. 

Unknown to the aggres¬ 
sively apolitical Max and 
Rudy, the Night of the Long 
Knives, when Hitler purged 
the Brown Shirts (known to 
all as the homosexual wing) 
from the Nazi Party, has be¬ 
gun. The divine decadence of 
Berlin, with its active gay 
rights movement, becomes a 
nightmare of random beat¬ 
ings and mass arrests. 

Horrified by the murder, 
Max and Rudy flee and, after 
two years on the run, are cap¬ 
tured. The. second act takes 
place in Dachau, where Max 
meets Horst, learns the prison 
hierarchy, and tries to work 
enough deals to stay alive. 

Implausible Moments 

The production at Rhino 
is, unfortunately, not very 
good. Some of the problems 
result from weaknesses in 
Sherman’s script. There are 
too many moments that are 
simply not credible, starting 
with the highly implausible

Nowhere to Go But Up 
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Symphony 


Why We Have 
Rich People

D avies Hall reopened 
last week and it’s 
better — both acous¬ 
tically and aestheti¬ 
cally. But at the opening per¬ 
formance of Beethoven’s 
Ninth none of the major 
donors or society mavens was 
likely to remark “Oops” — not 
after a $10.25 million expendi¬ 
ture. It will take time to de¬ 
termine exactly how much 
better the hall really is. 

There are two new central 
aisles on the main floor, 
which is now outlined by 
rows of box seats; new elec¬ 
tronically controlled plexi¬ 
glass panels provide a trans¬ 
parent acoustical ceiling 
above the orchestra; and the 
upper walls lining the stage 
have been reconfigured. The 
entire space, especially from 
the main floor, feels warmer 
and less cavernous than be¬ 
fore. 

Burgundy mixes with the 
previously dominant rose col¬ 
or in new carpeting. And next 
year the existing rose-colored 
seats (dusty rose as they say 
at Macy’s) will be reuphol¬ 
stered in burgundy. 

Symphonic Support 

On opening night, the hall 
was supported by the San 
Francisco Symphony and 
Chorus. Herbert Blomstedt 


whipped the troops into 
shape for a clean rendering of 
Beethoven’s last great master¬ 
piece. The all-important 
string section proved up to 
the challenge, demonstrating 
exceptional gusto and preci¬ 
sion in the second movement. 
The soloists were credible 
and the uplifting voices of the 
chorus belied their somber 
black dress. Then there was 
the audience. 

Generally speaking, the 
symphony crowd is more con¬ 
servative than the opera 
mavens. X-rays were out in 



force, but there were far few¬ 
er sequins per inch than you 
find at the opera’s season pre¬ 
miere. The symphony crowd 
tends to stay awake during 
performances. On the other 
hand, society night at the 
opera (Tuesdays) features pro¬ 
nounced snoring on the main 
floor, sort of an unacknowl¬ 


edged Greek chorus support¬ 
ing every performance. 

The Money Connection 

But the citizens of San 
Francisco owe the symphony 
movers and shakers a debt of 
gratitude — the acoustic reno¬ 
vation of Davies Hall was 
funded exclusively by private 
donations. This is the one and 
only example of “trickle- 
down” you’re likely to see 
this year. Blue-haired ladies, 
dancing post-performance on 


the Davies stage seemed to be 
having the time of their lives. 
And outside in the tent, Pete 
Escovedo jammed a Latin 
beat for those with hips that 
still swivel. It was an evening 
that recalled the best, in 
these, the worst of times. 

San Francisco deserves a 
beautifully refurbished sym¬ 
phony hall. And it was unreal¬ 
istic to expect a bankrupt city 
or the overburdened, often 
unemployed middle-class to pay 
for it. That is what rich peo¬ 


ple are for. 

This is the same conclu¬ 
sion Mayor Jordan reached re¬ 
cently in his attempts to re¬ 
tain the San Francisco Giants. 
His task, however, is more 
difficult than the one that con¬ 
fronted the symphony pa¬ 
trons. The mayor needs 
stupid rich people. But if 
they don’t materialize, we’ll 
still have Davies Hall, and 
that’s no small consolation.

High Jinks on the 


High Seas

I am fascinated by what I 
like to call “event the¬ 
atre” — not merely the 
production of a play but 
of an entertainment “experi¬ 
ence.” Are we so numbed by 
TV that we want the sem¬ 
blance of real events? Or has 
the onslaught of real life cap¬ 
tured on video made us come 
to expect to be a part of what- 
ever’s going on, rather than 
remain silently in our seats? 
Or, in the case of Entree to 
Murder dinner theatre, are 
we now so rushed that we 
can no longer eat and then go 
to the theatre, but, in the in¬ 
terest of yuppie time manage: 
ment, must do both at once? 

Ted and Kathleen Curry 
have brought their production 
of Murder on the Blue Rib¬ 
bon Run from Contra Costa 
County to A. Sabella’s 
Restaurant at Fisherman’s 
Wharf. In trying to make a 
go in San Francisco of the 
kind of theatre that usually 
thrives on suburban popular¬ 
ity, they are partially success¬ 
ful. 

The best part of the 
evening is watching a group 
of young actors work hard 
improvising in character in 
between^ the scripted portions 
of this formula murder mys¬ 
tery. Several of the “passen¬ 
gers” attempted to bait actors 
with anachronisms, while the 
characters remained absolute¬

ly convinced that this transat¬ 
lantic crossing was taking 
place in 1937. 

Assistant Captain “Bobby 
Hamilton” (Shawn Cassidy), a 
cross between Winnie the 
Pooh and Tim Conway, sud¬ 
denly finds himself in com¬ 
mand of the ship when the 
Captain is found murdered. 

He hosts the evening, in 
which more murders and sev¬ 
eral other sea changes (partic¬ 
ularly by actor Simon Vance) 
occur all around the dining 
room, and every course re¬ 
veals that each of the ship’s 
eccentric collection of charac¬ 
ters had a motive for murder, 
from other crew members to 
a stowaway countess. 

More Water, Please 

The actors, conveniently, 
are also the evening’s waiters, 
taking the waiter-as-aspiring-

W e’re in for a week¬ 
end of splendid 
excess with two 
widely divergent 
retrospective programs cen¬ 
tering on virtue under assault. 

The Pacific Film Archive 
presents the restored, tinted 
print of D.W. Griffith’s Way 
Down East at the Castro 
Sept. 18. The master’s plot is 
as overblown as cinema gets: 
an upper-class lout tricks 
damsel in distress Lillian 
Gish out of her innocence by 
faking marriage; gets her 
pregnant; and then abandons 
her. Next, the baby dies. (And 
that’s just the first part of this 
2Vi-hour opus.) 

Griffith’s fame derives 
from his creation of a coher¬ 
ent language out of the cine¬ 
ma’s basic elements, but his 
sense of what the medium 
could accomplish went be¬ 
yond aesthetics. He saw film 
as a vehicle to elevate the 
morals of the masses, which 
to him meant the restoration 
of Victorian values (even if he 
wasn’t always able to live by 
them himself). 

The overriding moral of 
Way Down East , stated in 
the prologue and reiterated 
throughout, is that men 
should be more respectful — 
and less diabolical — toward 
women. The tone leans to¬ 
ward the patronizing: al¬ 
though Gish is a pillar of 
strength, surviving poverty, 


shame and a blizzard, she is 
rescued by the “love of a 
good man.” 

Griffith’s morality play 
was out of date the day he ac¬ 
quired the rights (“We all 
thought privately that Mr. 
Griffith had lost his mind,” 
wrote Gish in her autobiogra¬ 
phy). Even aesthetically Way 
Down East represents more 
of a consolidation of every¬ 
thing the director had learned 
about the cinema than a 
breakthrough. It nevertheless 
remains a spellbinding work. 

Renowned Rescue 

The film’s renowned ice¬ 
floe rescue scene is a master 
piece of crosscutting to create 
tension, but the sequence pre¬ 
ceding it deserves mention as 
well. For 20-plus minutes 
Griffith builds suspense — 
through shot selection, editing 
and vary ing compositions—as 
town gossip Martha Perkins 
spreads the news that Gish’s 
character, Anna, has had a 
child out of wedlock. Pure 
melodrama, but the visual 
rhythm leading up to Anna’s 
climactic exposure of her 
baby’s father and her banish¬ 
ment from her home is be¬ 
yond compare. 

The original score, adapted 
for the Castro’s Wurlitzer, is 
as florid as the film’s plot. 
The tireless Dennis James 
performs it with appropriate 
gusto._

The ultimate damsel-in-dis- 
tress-languishing-in-the-white- 
slave-trade film was a sala¬ 
cious staple of the early silent 
era. And movie buff Jack 
Stevenson, who has collected 
some sterling examples of ul¬ 
tra-lowbrow entertainment in 
“A Short History of American 
Exploitation Cinema,” starts 
off his clip show with a mid- 
1910s entry. 

Things go steadily — 
though amusingly — downhill 
from there. Featured are 
’20s/’30s stag films (including 
a lesbian offering, No Help 
Needed), a ’40s female 
wrestling match, ’50s bur¬ 


lesque routines, screen tests 
and a gay muscle fantasy, a 
’60s nudist “documentary,” 
the young Annie Sprinkle (of 
My Father Is Coming and 
other fame) talking tough in 
an erotic out-take and in ex¬ 
ploitation trailers from the 
1970s. 

Stevenson dilutes the focus 
with some lighter moments — 
soundies (short musical num¬ 
bers from legit low-budget 
studios), ’50s commercials and 
screen tests, and the 1966 tale 
of a black transvestite, Be¬ 
hind Every Good Man. The 
latter turned up on exploita¬ 
tion bills as filler, although 
nothing in the least titillating 
occurs. 

Tastefully Tasteless 

“A Short History of Amer¬ 
ican Exploitation Cinema” is 
tastefully tasteless, which is 
both good and bad. All but 
the easily outraged should en¬ 
joy this peek into the back¬ 
wash of our collective uncon¬ 
scious. 

With the later material, 
though, Stevenson barely 
hints at the raunchiness that 


ensued after the Supreme 
Court ruled that nudity in and 
of itself is not obscene. That 
decision liberated all the arts 
in America. But for every 
Henry Miller, there were two 
dozen fast-buck artists waiting 
to cash in. 

Violence, rape, mutilation 
and bald-faced pandering to 
(and reinforcement of) the 
misogyny at the core of our 
culture comprise the darker 
side of the exploitation cine¬ 
ma. What such images repre¬ 
sent about our civilization is 
too weighty a topic for a mid¬ 
night screening, which is 
what Stevenson is presenting. 
His wistful approach becomes 
increasingly less apt as he 
moves into the ’70s. 

Still, as filmmakers from 
D.W. Griffith to Herschell 
Gordon Lewis have recog¬ 
nized, nothing titillates like 
the woes of the “fallen,” some¬ 
thing Stevenson honors with 
relish. ▼

One of the founding mem¬ 
bers of the San Francisco 
Track & Field Club, Garet 
Stark, passed away Wednes¬ 
day, Sept. 9, due to AIDS 
complications. Slightly built 
and sporting trademark red 
hair, the soft-spoken but 
spunky Stark was also widely 
known and well-regarded as 
an interpreter in the gay deaf 
community. The loss of 
Stark, 38, along with another 
SFT&FC founding member, 
Alan French, earlier this year, 
has created a somber tone for 
the impending 10th anniver¬ 
sary of the SF Track & Field 
Club. 

Stark was one of the indi¬ 
viduals instrumental in orga¬ 
nizing and establishing the 
SF Track & Field Club fol¬ 
lowing the first Gay Games in 
1982. He won a silver medal 
in the 1500 meters and a 
bronze medal in the 800 me¬ 
ters at the first Gay Games. 
He was always supportive of 
newcomers to the club, going 
out of his way to make them 
feel comfortable with their ef¬ 
forts and their progress. 

Other interests and duties 
caused him to skip the 1986 
Gay Games, but he came 
back in 1990 and helped orga¬ 
nize the middle distance run¬ 
ners into a viable force at the 
Vancouver Games. He was a 
member of the gold medal¬ 
winning 4x400 open relay 
team at that event. 

As a runner, Stark was de¬ 
termined and unrelenting in 
training and in competition. 
In a show of his tenacity and 
competitive spirit, Stark went 
out hard and fast in the 1990 
Gay Games 1500 meter run, 
although he was already bat¬

tling the effects of the AIDS 
virus. Leading the field in the 
first two laps, he wilted in the 
near 100-degree heat on the fi¬ 
nal lap, collapsing in a dehy¬ 
drated clump as he crossed 
the finish line, fully feeling 
the effects of the sun, the dis¬ 
ease and his hard-fought ef¬ 
fort. 

“He had that ‘never-give- 
up’ spirit when he was run¬ 
ning,” said one of Stark’s 
teammates and admirers. “He 
was a winner no matter what 
place he finished because he 
always gave his best effort. It 
was evident every time he 
ran.” 

Stark was a great “giver” 
to the gay community, not 
only in his efforts with the 
track club but also with the 
gay deaf community. He vol¬ 
unteered his time at innumer¬ 


able functions and maintained 
a special sensitivity to helping 
the people he cherished as his 
“family.” 

Friend and track team¬ 
mate Nancy Frost described 
Stark as a “treasure” and 
“someone we’ll all miss, not 
just on the track team.” Oth¬ 
ers saddened by his loss men¬ 
tioned his smile, his support 
and his indefatigable spirit in 
describing the diminutive red- 
haired dynamo. 

“The San Francisco Track 
& Field Club will celebrate 
its 10th anniversary, and we 
will continue on in the spirit 
of Garet and all the other 
members who have passed 
away — but it won’t be the 
same without them,” stated 
team Co-Coach Frank Demby.

M adison McGuire is 
back, and there is 
good news to re¬ 
port. McGuire 
and her adventures are be¬ 
coming more interesting. 

As A Singular Spy, 
McGuire is called in to inves¬ 
tigate a mole in the Company 
(I love spy talk). Recognizing 
that the traitor may be highly 
placed in the CIA, McGuire 
recruits a team of outside spe¬ 
cialists to investigate the 
leaks. 

Novelist Amanda Kyle 
Williams does a creditable job 
of showing us the behind-the- 
scenes work of the intelli¬ 


gence game. As the action 
moves from Washington to 
Geneva to places that I can’t 
name without giving away 
too much, Williams gives us 
enough information to make 
the locales come alive, with¬ 
out resorting to pages of trav¬ 
elogue type filler. 

Best of all, I think, the 
characterizations are richer 
and more detailed here than 
in the last book of this series. 
Minor characters are given in¬ 
dividual mannerisms and not 
treated as stereotypes, and 
even the stock characters are 
a cut above the trite and true. 
Finally, we are given a much 
closer look at McGuire her¬ 
self. I still don’t accept the 



notion that a character I’m 
supposed to like would will¬ 
ingly work for the CIA, but I 
am starting to understand 
why she does and what she’s 
willing to give up in order to 
continue her life as A Singu¬ 
lar Spy. 

If you’re a fan of the spy 
genre, my guess is that Aman¬ 
da Kyle Williams should go 
on your list of writers to fol¬ 
low. I know she’s on mine.

actor cliche to its inverted ex¬ 
treme. 

The food courses of salad, 
swordfish and cheesecake are 
decent enough, though the 
fish was in want of a baked 
potato and I was tempted to 
ask for tartar sauce. The an¬ 
tics continue throughout the 
meal, with, of course, death 
by poisoned food being the 
perfect touch while you’re 
eating. Drinks are extra (al¬ 
though at least one should be 
included in the $45 price). 

Another problem is that 
parking is validated for only 
two hours, but the time from 
seating at 7:30 p.m. (when the 
real show begins — actors 
mingle with the audience) to 
show’s end is actually more 
than that. 

Also, these high-seas high 
jinks could have used a few 


more twists and puns. The 
script is quasi-camp anyway, 
so why not pull out all the 
stops with some more nauti¬ 
cal humor, fish tales and red 
herrings? The performers 
could certainly handle sharp¬ 
er material, and the audience 
could, too. 

Even with not much to 
work with, this is an enthusi¬ 
astic and energetic troupe, en¬ 
gaged in an extended acting 
exercise, which needed to be 
much more than that. The 
play will have a new ending, 
a new murderer — and hope¬ 
fully better writing and more 
food — next month. 

These murders might con¬ 
stitute a pleasant evening for 
your visiting mom or tourist 
friends, but the show needs a 
bit more polish to sail here.

Where Fantasy Meets Reality

To gays, as to 
other minorities, life in Amer¬ 
ica is purgatory, full of com¬ 
promise and persecution. 
There must be a free, magical 
place somewhere else, an Oz. 
But in The Wizard of Oz, 
Dorothy doesn’t want to stay 
in the Emerald City. She 
wants to go home. After 
many tribulations, she learns 
enough to get there. 

Was, British writer Geoff 
Ryman’s fourth novel, is an 
experimental account of the 
metaphysical journey to 
home. The narrative jumps 
from story to story, place to 
place, time to time, similar to 
Todd Haynes’ film Poison. 
Ryman mixes fiction with his¬ 
torical texts, fantasy with re¬ 
ality, in a jigsaw-puzzle fash¬ 
ion that creates a sublime, sat¬ 
isfying whole. 

The central narrative fo¬ 
cuses on Dorothy Gael’s bleak 
childhood in rural late 19th- 
century Kansas. Sent from St. 
Louis after her mother dies, 
she sleeps on straw in a shack 
with her straight-backed 
aunt and lecherous uncle. An 
awkward girl feeling dis¬ 
placed and bitter, she inspires 



smarmy substitute teacher 
Frank Baum with a story 
about her beloved dog Toto. 

In another century, a Cana¬ 
dian boy is spellbound by the 
television premiere of The 
Wizard of Oz. Jonathan imag¬ 
ines the characters are his 
friends. Later, after moving to 
Los Angeles in pursuit of an 
acting career, he has the op¬ 
portunity to play the Scare¬ 
crow in a charity production. 

But AIDS dementia inter¬ 
feres. Unable to cope, 
Jonathan visits a psychiatrist 
named Bill, who years earlier 
worked in a Kansas mental 
institution. There, he was 
touched by a wise, elderly 
Dorothy Gael. The two men 
journey to Kansas in search of 
her home. 

Beyond Oz 

Intercut with these stories 
are fictionalized accounts of 
Judy Garland’s childhood, her 
experience while filming The 


Wizard of Oz, and her later 
abandonment of her mother. 

Ryman calls himself “a 
fantasy writer who fell in love 
with realism.” In Was, Ry¬ 
man points a wide-angle lens 
at a real fable all Americans 
are familiar with. The details 
of his photograph include the 
origins of the fable itself, the 
people who made the fable 
into one of the most watched 
films in history and the affect 
this film had on viewers. 

By giving these details fic¬ 
tional histories, Ryman cross¬ 
es the line between the real 
and unreal and opens doors 
to explorations that would 
seem unbelievable in another 
context. Dorothy’s nightmares 
and Jonathan’s hallucinations 
transmute from one bizarre 
yet meaningful image to an¬ 
other in a gripping dream-like 
manner. Ryman’s terse and 
vivid language make these vi¬ 
sions as tangible as yellow 
bricks paving a road. 

Here, as in Baum’s original 
story, the destination is home 
via Oz. In Was, Oz is a tran¬ 
sition, a shift of perspective. 
According to Ryman, “Oz” is 
the original name of the 
Turks. Loosely translated, it 
means “pure and unadulterat¬ 
ed.” It’s where childhood and 
adulthood, fantasy and reality, 
now and was are reconciled. 
Once achieved, a better life, 
home, lies beyond. It’s a tortu¬ 
ous, not impossible trip. ▼
